Recently, the G*Boro police have stepped up their efforts in the 
city to intimidate_andherass Biacks, such as the incidents on 
Philips Avenue and in Hampton Homes. But the results they have gotten 
have backfired and they became the target as the people united to 
counter their attacks, 

About two weeks ago in Hampton Homes, the youth were holding an 
outdoor disco and these dogs in blue showed warning people that they 
better turn the music down becauge it was gisturbing some residents, 
(Actually, it was disturbing these pigs who hate to see people get 
together and will go to any lengths to harass and intimidate to keep > 
Blacks in their place.) The people holding the disco turned down the 
volume, but in spite of that, a number of cop cars drove up minutes 
later and pigs started to harass the people once again, singling out 
one youth, chasing and arresting him for "assault on a police officer 
with @ cigarette lighter." Instead of bowing down to these dogs, one 
cop was hit in the back with a rock, They radioed for assistance ‘arid 
soon Baker and Flag Streets looked like some kind of war zone with 
about 50 pigs wearing riot gear telling people to disperse and saying, 

- —--"you-niggers better-get indoors: whereyou belong or else go to jail." ~ 
Several people were injured by being beat with nightsticks and flash- 
lights and two people were arrested,one for "inciting to riot." _., 

Two days later, the Greensboro Daily News came out with an article 
saying that all of these incidents involving pig terror in the Black 
communities are “isolated incidents” and the so-called Black commun= 
ity leaders are frantic telling people that the cops are there to 
protect and serve the public. 

We say bullshit--these aren't isolated incidemts--the cops are 
there to enforce the rule of the rich and. keep their boots on our 
backs to keep us in our place. They are dogs on a leash and the 
leash is: held by the rich man. They aren’t isolated...People are bee 
ing put up against the wall: Gasoline is approaching $1 a gallon, 
food and rent costs are skyrocketing, There’s talk that an additione 
al one million people will be laid off, so attempts at finding jobs 
are almost nils They‘re gearing up for World War III and things in 
general are getting worse every day. . What these rulers are terrified 
of is seeing Blacks and working people rise up against the oppression 
that this system owned and operated by the rich breeds. Because they 
know that people are sick and tired of being griven into the dirt, 
being misused in a million ways only as a pawn to boost the profits 
of the rich and be cast aside when not needed.

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The New Soviet Godfather 
and Business As Usual 


Two days after Konstantin U. Cher- 
nenko stopped bredthing on March 
11, he was buried with the usual ac- 
colades: ‘‘a true son of our party and 
people...a man characterized by 
ideological conviction, creative en- 
thusiasm, business competence, party 
principledness, considerate and attentive 
attitude to people. ..’’ and so on. These 
words by his successor, Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev, were even more hollow than 
usual. For one thing, it was the third time 
in the last three years this same crap has 
been chanted over a leading bureaucratic 
stiff. Even more important, it was clear 
that hardly anyone could wait to shovel 
this guy into his Kremlin crypt and get 
down to business as usual. 

‘Farewell, dear Konstantin Ustino- 
vich,’’ Gorbachev said. ‘‘We will 
preserve your bright memory forever in 
our hearts.”’ And with that, Chernenko 
passed immediately from everyone’s 
thoughts, preserved perhaps on a game 
card in ‘‘Trivial Pursuit.’’ Pravda did not 
even run the usual front-page picture of 
the dead hack, bordered in black, but 
buried him on their inside pages. The 
front page was reserved for Mikhail Gor- 
bachev, for projecting a sense of con- 
tinuity (so dear to revisionist souls), but 
even more to announce the arrival -of 


i 
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youthful vigor and strength the 54-year- 
old Gorbachev is supposed to supply. 
After a succession of mummies, from 
Brezhnev to Andropov to Chernenko, 
the much-touted ‘‘new generation’’ 
ushered in by this latest General Secretary 
is supposed to be a signal that the decks 
can be cleared, that the leadership of dy- 
ing menis over, and that the Soviet Union 
is ready to take on the challenges. 
Gorbachev is a child of the new Soviet 
state bourgeoisie. His rising star parallels 
their own flowering as the ‘‘other’’ im- 
perialist superpower. Ninteen fifty-six, 
the infamous date of capitalist restora- 
tion in the USSR, finds Mikhail Gor- 
bachev appointed secretary of the Kom- 
somol, the Soviet party youth organiza- 
tion. Nineteen seventy, as social- 
imperialism relishes its ‘‘arrival”’ at pari- 
ty with the United States in genocidal 
weaponry, Gorbachev becomes First 
Party Secretary in the Stavropol region, 
and shortly thereafter enters the Central 
Committee.

Syndrome 


To the Editor, : 

{am writing this letter in the wake of 
another major escalation of the anti- 
abortion crusade, which has been 
blessed by the Fihrer (Reagan) himself. 
As | watched the “brown shirts” march: 
ing around the Capital—men screaming 
“We want the babies," women demand- 
ing, begging for, the subjugation of 
women — | felt sickened. Emotions 

- buried deep inside me fought to erupt in 

angry denunciations. Memories forced 
their way into my conscious thought. 

| write this letter to share my own per- 
sonal experience of many years ago 
(not so many — only 20) because my 
story was, and is, the story of young 
women in their millions, which has been 
denied and buried in the current terms 
of the debate. At age 17, | was just out 
of high school and full of expectations 
for my future. All of a sudden a dark 


shadow crossed my path. No, it couldn't - 


be true — every girl's private nightmare, 
to get pregnant. At first | refused to 
believe it, convincing myself that soon 
the bloody evidence that all was well 
would show up. Then the frantic Search: 
for someone, an adult with connections, 
who could help us. Someone knew a 
man at a liquor store who could get you 
some pills — ergotomine — that were 
supposed to carry the danger of mis- 
carriage: in this case, that was just 
what | wanted. | took the ergotomine, 
but | only got sick. No miscarriage. 
Someone else.knew a person who might 


_ know a nurse, who might know of a doc- ° 


tor who would do an abortion (illegal, of 
‘ course). Where would we get the money 
for that? But this didn't pan out anyway. 
Desperate, | went to a young prostitute 
that someone knew, who had a ‘home 
remedy” based on old wives’ tales. | 
went to her apartment where she made 
me drink castor oil while sitting in a. 
mustard bath. All! got from that was 
diarrhea! ; 
| was 17, clearly pregnant, afraid to 

go to a doctor for fear that he would 
contact my parents, afraid to tell my 
parents until. was certain | couldn't»: 
change the situation. A nervous wreck 
for 2 months, my boyfriend and | pur- 
sued every connection, every lead; but 
we were young and had no such con- 
nections. In those days unwed pregnan- 
cy and abortion were only discussed in 
whispers. True stories circulated of hor- 
_rible self-mutilation born of desperation 
— girls inserting hangers into their 
womb trying to give themselves an abor- 
tion — and of back-room butchers who 


would take your money and leave you to | 


bleed to death in case of complications. 
What were the alternatives | faced? - 

* Abortions being illegal and unavailable, 
| had two alternatives. One was to have 
the child and give it up for adoption. The 
second was to marry my boyfriend and 
iry to make a go of it, two kids 
ourselves with no jobs, no money and. 
no desire to be trapped and saddled in

that way at that age. | knew that he was 
in no way ready to take on that kind of 
responsibility — he was still a kid 
himself, searching to find out who he 
was and what he wanted. to do with his 
life. The same for me. And | had seen 
enough other girls in that miserable 
situation to know that was not what | 
wanted for me. 

But to bear the shame and humilia- 
tion of being an unwed mother, the sub- 
ject of gossip and ridicule, and embar- 
rassment to your family, and then at the 


end of it to give birth, only to give the 


child away — this was no pleasant 
future either. However, it was the only 
one that made sense for me. | finally 
told my parents that | was pregnant. Of 
course they were angry, upset, ashamed, 


~ but at least they didn’t throw me 


out, like some girls’ fathers did in the! 
same situation. So we went to a doctor 
who confirmed that | was in fact 4 
months pregnant, and who advised us 
about homes for unwed mothers. 

| notice that the bornagains are - 
pushing such homes as part of their 
“pro-life” program. Part of their plan is 
to-require the “wayward girls” to par- 
ticipate in Bible study and worship, 
although they graciously do not require 
that they be bornagains. This is not that 


different from the home that | went to, ; 


which | heard a number of years ago 
had gone out of business (or had 


« 


become a home for runaways) because, 
due to birth control and abortions being 
legal, young girls who got pregnant like 
| did had other options and didn't have 
to go through that experience. The 
home for unwed mothers that | went to 
was ina city other than my home town. 
Probably one of the more liberal of such 
institutions, it was set up to provide 
confidentiality and privacy, so that you 
did not have to be subjected to ridicule 
or nosy inquiries by gossips and busy- 
bodies, or anyone else you did not want 
to know you were there. Although we 
were there voluntarily for the most part, 
once there, it was somewhat like being 
in a mild detention center for ‘wayward 
girls” — serving a sentence to pay for 
our sins. Our calls were screened (to 
protect our privacy) and we were not 
allowed to go out except at certain 
times of the day, accompanied by one 
of the other girls or an approved visitor. 

- Inside we were cloistered, attended to 
by social workers, nurses, school 
teachers, and dieticians. And once a 
week a priest or minister to attend to 
our “spiritual needs.” Our rooms were 
inspected, we had lights out and re- 
quired school for those not yet out of 
high school. When we did venture out in 
the neighborhood for a walk we were, of 
course, the subject of taunts by boys 
and men who knew we were the “bad 
girls.” ; ;

We en- 
courage all of our readers to continue to correspond on these challenging 
statements raised in the book, and we will continue to publish such cor- 
respondence in future issues of the Revolutionary Worker. 
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Who were these ‘bad girls’? | can’t 
remember ail of them today, but I do 
remember they came from every class 
and race, and ranged in age from the 
youngest — age 11 — to the oldest — 
age 22. The 11-year-old was a little girl 
who still liked to play with dolls. Un- 
doubtedly her pregnancy was the result 
of incest. The plan was for her to take 
her baby home to be raised by her 
mother. There was a mentally retarded 
girl whe had been raped at a party. 
Another was a rich college freshman who 
had been having weekend trysts with | 
her boyfriend in Mexico. And mainly a 
tot of girls like me who had had sex with 
their boyfriends, had gotten pregnant 
and had decided against keeping her 
child. 

In those days a lot of girls did have 
sex with their boyfriends, but it was not 
openly admitted or discussed, so it 
seemed like everyone was very virginal 
and pure, except for those who got 
“caught.” | remember at the time being 
very angry at the double standard that 
ridiculed boys for virginity, and con- 
demned girls for lack of it. Not that sex 
had been all that great, hurriedly in the 
back of a car or.in someone's basement 
room, fearing discovery, and even more 
fearing pregnancy — the ultimate in- 
escapable detection. But the boys 
demanded it, and begged and pleaded 

‘and threatened that they would have to 
go elsewhere to get ‘‘it.” To say nothing 
of your own suppressed desires (nice 
girls didn't like sex, that was the ‘‘nym- 
phos”) that never did quite get satisfied. 
And of course some of the girls had not 
just been coaxed, they had been raped 
by their-boyfriends (or others). 

Several years later, birth control pills 


were more broadly available even to 


teenage girls, and finally abortion was 
made legal. This was a truly liberating 
situation which actually raised for the 


‘first time the possibility of sexual activi- 


ty free from the constant worry of get: 
ting pregnant (which is not just a 

teenage problem). | believe this was a 
part of opening the door to the inkling 
that a woman's place in society, and - 


- relations between men and women, 


could be developed on a whole different 
basis than had ever been in the past. In 
any case, this freedom to choose when 
and if to-have a child is a very new - 


. thing, yet in a very short period of time 


some of the basic foundations of the 
patriarchy have developed some large 
cracks. It is against this that.the born- 
agains have been mobilized to try to 
plaster up the cracks and to shove all 
the old relations down our throats in © 
this current crusade against abortion. 
(That this has nothing to do with con- 
cern for life is obvious if one looks at 
the political program of these folks.) 

At the heart of this is the suppression 
and oppression of women, who cannot : 
be properly put back in their place as 
long as they have the freedom to decide 
when and whether or not they want to 
‘bear and raise a child. As far as lam 
‘concerned, this is the basic issue in- 
volved in the right to safe abortions, and 
other safe means of birth control (which

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On International Women’s Day in the 
U.S. a number of spirited actions took 
place, with hundreds taking to the streets 
and going on the counteroffensive 
against the current reactionary barrage of 
antiwomen propaganda. The following 
reports were received by the RW:

San Francisco 


On International Women’s Day, about 
600 women gathered in downtown San 
Francisco, in the heart of the financial 
district. Initated by Women Against Im- 
perialism, the demonstration united 
forces within the women’s community 
and women in the anti-intervention 
movements under the slogan, ‘‘For The 
People Of Central America...For 
Ourselves...For The Future...Join 
With The Women The World Over To 
Turn The World Around.’’ There were 
many younger women from universities, 
women active in Central America work 
and the women’s community, and for 
some this was their first IWD in the 
streets. The coat hangers (symbolizing 
the horror of when abortions were illegal) 
passed out were eagerly taken up by 
women throughout the crowd. Some 
brought their own signs and banners: 
“‘We Won’t Be Polite, Women Will 
Fight’’ and ‘‘For Revolution To Triumph 
In Its Totality, There Must Be The Eman- 
cipation Of Women,”’ and then another, 
“April 20th, 1920, my mother died of an 
illegal abortion.”’ 

A lively women’s drum and rhythm 
group led the way and the crowd took off 
chanting, ‘‘Join together, free our lives, 
we will not be victimized,’’ and ‘‘Angry 
women are here to say, down with the ar- 
my and the CIA.” The first stop was Eli 
Lilly & Co. The American flag out front 
was dropped down the pole and a brief 
rally was held. Flames jumped from a 
huge coat hanger as it burned. With the 
crowd chanting, ‘‘No more profit off 
women’s bodies,’?’ a woman from 
Women Against Imperialism spoke and 
targeted: Lilly’s production of DES that 
results in cancer in women, and dead and 
deformed babies; their production of 
valium, widely used to drug ‘‘unhappy’’ 
women; and experimenting with birth 
control drugs on women in Puerto Rico. 
Further, she targeted the corporate head- 
quarters of the production of engines 
used to power gunships which are drop- 
ping napalm in El Salvador. A brief shov- 
ing match took place as women attempt- 
ed to post a large banner across the cor- 
porate front doors, with the guards 
somewhat surprised by the resistance they 
encountered. 

The mood picked up even more as the 
march took off, and women moved to 
block the intersections as they were cross- 
ing. A MUNI bus driver laid on his horn, 
stuck his fist out the window, and effec- 
tively helped block the rush-hour traffic. 
But along with the support from office 
workers and passersby came some rather 
venomous woman-hating. One man tried 


to run his car through the demo, knock- 
ing into women who stood in front of him 
and spitting at them. Various other men 
flipped the group off or made other 
obscene gestures — like the couple of 
Yuppies-for-Reagan types grabbing their 
crotch and foaming at the mouth. Police 
— keeping a low profile — tried to get 
women to let the traffic through. All of 
this was only met by more war whoops, 
taunting, and doing it again in the next 
few intersections. To those so concerned 
with not delaying their commute to the 
suburbs, women yelled, ‘‘How long have 
women been waiting!’’ It was at these 
times of some cutting-loose in the streets 
that chants like, ‘‘Not here, not there, 
U.S. out of everywhere” and ‘‘Take back 
the night, take back the day, make 
revolution in the USA”’ were most en- 
thusiastically taken up. 

Chanting ‘‘CIA out of Nicaragua,”’ a 
loud picket was held at the CIA/INS 
building. A banner was hung across the 
front window, ‘‘Stop INS arrests of Cen- 
tral America refugees, terror of Mexican 
workers.’’ Blood hit the front steps. 
‘‘Break the Chains, Unleash the Fury of 
Women As a Mighty Force for Revolu- 
tion’’ appeared written in red across the 
front of the building. FMLN flags were 
raised and the speaker from Women 
Against Imperialism began, ‘‘Women are 
here to indict the CIA. . .80,000 dead in 
Guatemala, 50,000 dead in El Salvador,

Women Take To 
The Streets 


At the end of the demonstration, a 
group of about thirty took off to hit the 
nearby porn district and tourist trap in 
North Beach. ‘‘Rebel women are here to 
say, long live Women’s Day!’ and 
“Take Back the Night, Take Back the 
Day, Make Revolution in the USA”’ shot 
out as the band criss-crossed through the 
packed streets. When the women tried to 
enter one show, the bouncer began 
punching, shoving, and kicking women. 
Quickly, the SFPD trotted up their lines 
with batons drawn to protect the sacred 
private property — the theater, but even 
more, women as property that por- 
nography concentrates. The women took 
off and toured up and down the porn 
strip — with police trailing them — point- 
ing at stores and chanting, ‘‘Shit, shit, 
shit, shit;’’ and ‘‘No rape, no plunder, we 
won’t be your Gold Star mothers.”’ 


Chicago 


Under the theme, ‘‘For the People of 
Central America, for a Nuclear Free 
World, for Ourselves and for the Future 
— Join Women the World Over to Turn 
the World Around,’’ an International 
Women’s Day demonstration stepped off 
in Chicago. Sponsored by Disarm Now 
Action Group, this was a colorful and 
spirited march of about 200 women and 
men. Large hand-painted visuals 
depicted scenes of outrage, from Bhopal 
to the mushroom cloud, stamped ‘‘U.S. 
Government Approved.’ The lifeless 
bodies of dummies were carried on

wagons with signs pinned on them like, 
‘This Maryknoll nun was raped and shot 
by a U.S.-financed death squad in El 
Salvador.’’ A group of women carried a 
web strung between signs symbolizing, as 
one woman put it, the ‘‘intercon- 
nectedness of women’s struggles,’’ from 
Palestine to Namibia to Central America 
and Kampuchea. 

“War and violence against women go 
hand in hand,” said a University of 
Chicago student explaining why she felt 
compelled to be there for the IWD 
march, She carried a banner that read, 
“Fight Violence Against Women.”’ 
Many others like her, just awakening to 
political life, also joined — girls from an 
alternative high school and college 
students from several campuses as well as 
feminists from the ’60s. 

The march wound through Chicago’s 
downtown Loop for two hours, stopping 
at various government and military 
targets and symbols of women’s oppres- 
sion. After a brief stop at Chicago’s Right 
to Life office, the march hit the 
Metropolitan Correctional Center. Here 
an urgent call was made to support the 
struggles of oppressed peoples around the 
world and to struggle for the freedom of 
all political prisoners captured fighting 
against the enemy. The MCC is the prison 
where five Puerto Rican political 
prisoners, alleged members of the FALN, 
are now being held. 

Like all the other prisoners, Alejan- 
drina Torres has been subjected to total

isolation and the complete deprivation of 
basic rights; but as a woman she has also 
faced the degradation of sexual assault. 
Last year, male and female guards for- 
cibly and brutally strip-searched her, in- 
cluding a body cavity search, in what 
amounted to nothing less than rape to 
break the will of this woman who has 
struggled for the liberation of Puerto 
Rico from U.S. imperialism. 

The next stop on the tour was the U.S. 
Army, Navy, and Marine Recruiting 
Center. A melee erupted when an under- 
cover cop attempted to grab a woman 
who had stenciled, ‘‘CIA Out of 
Nicaragua’’ several times on government 
property. ‘‘Let her go! Let her go!”’ 
chanted the rowdy crowd, and in the con- 
fusion the woman freed herself and ran 
away. A ruckus broke out a second time 
later on when hands, dipped in white 
paint, left the white hand of the 
Salvadoran death squads slapped on a 
pillar of the Federal Building. As a 
woman caught by the cops called for 
help, others ran to her assistance. Aftera 
wild chase, the cops finally caught up 
with two women and charged them with 
criminal damage to -property, in- 
terference with a police officer, and 
assault on a police officer. 

As they approached a porn shop right 
in the heart of downtown State Street, 
women began chanting, ‘‘No pin-up 
girls, no faithful wives, no war machine 
will rule our lives!’’ A small section of the 
march detoured right into the porn shop 
and out again as startled patrons looked 
aghast. Here a burning indictment of 
pornography was delivered, connecting it 
to imperialist plunder and war. This 
agitation was dramatized by a couple of 
women from the local No Business As 
Usual Day Committee. One woman lay 
on the ground with her face masked and 
hands bound over her head, symbolizing 
the torture of women in pornography, 
while a ‘‘housewife’’ was blindfolded, 
gagged and bound in typical sado- 
masochist fashion. When the bus pulled 
up to this corner, a Black guy who had 
been waiting walked over to get on the 
bus and suddenly stopped, saying, ‘‘Hell, 
I gotta see the rest of this!’’ and when the 
speaker ended with, “‘This suppressed 
rage of women must raise its voice for the 
future of humanity,’’ many in the crowd 
responded with clenched fists. 


Cincinnati 


Since Cincinnati, Ohio is the home- 
town of national ‘‘Right to Life’’ head, 
Dr. Wilke, perhaps Jerry Falwell thought 
it would be a safe place to bring his cur- 
rent 280-city, antiabortion, antiwoman 
speaking tour extravaganza on I[nterna- 
tional Women’s Day. Jerry planned to 
slide in for an early morning ‘‘Jerry 
Falwell Breakfast Meeting.’? However, 
any hopes of doing so without incident 
were abruptly dashed. 

Fifty spirited picketers ushered in IWD 
at 7 a.m. chanting, ‘‘Not the church, Not

Our glorious armed forces will have, in 
the future as well, everything necessary 
for that.’’ In closing, he summed up the 
central goals of his coming reign: ‘‘Allow 
me to express confidence that. . . the peo- 
ple and party, rallied around the Central 
Committee, will do everything for our 
Soviet motherland to become still more 
rich and powerful... .”’ In short, an un- 
wavering finger is on the button. 

Even becoming ‘‘more rich”’ is seen as 
an important prerequisite toward becom- 
ing more ‘‘powerful.’’ The economic 
crisis in the Soviet bloc, a product both of 
restored capitalism and of the immense 
burden of two decades of all-out military 
buildup, is a major problem for the 
Soviet ruling class. Gorbachev demanded 
‘a decisive turn in transferring the na- 
tional economy to the tracks of intensive 
development.’” Expressing his deep faith 
in the usual social-imperialist principles 
of self-interest and unfounded hyper- 
bole, Gorbachev went on to describe his 
plans in the harsh phrases of crackdown: 
‘‘The development of the initiative and 
creative endeavor of the masses, strict 
observance of law and order, consolida- 
tion of labor, state and party discipline 
will continue to remain in the center of at- 
tention.”’ 


Business As Usual 


Internationally, the death of chief- 
tains, the emergence of new leaders, the 
gatherings of heads of state, all require 
formal expressions of hope for peace. 
This time was no exception. Reagan’s 
‘‘message of condolences’’ hit all the ex- 
pected notes: ‘‘Although the problems 
which divide our countries are many and 
complex, we can and we must resolve our 
differences through dialogue and 
negotiation. We must also establish a 
working relationship that builds greater 
trust and cooperation between us. I hope 
that the Soviet leadership will join me 
with renewed dedication to create a firm 
and durable basis for better relations be- 
tween our two countries.’’ Reagan then 
invited Gorbachev to a summit. 

Gorbachev struck a similar note, in his 
official eulogy to what’s-his-name, of an 
irreconcilably hostile desire for peace: 


“The Soviet Union has never threatened 
anyone. But no one will ever be able to 
dictate his will to us. Socialism... will 
prove its advantages, but it will prove 
them not by force of arms but by force of 


example in all fields of society’s life —. 


economic, political and moral.... Our 
party and state will continue. ..doing 
everything to preserve peace. We proceed 
from the conviction that the right to live 
in conditions of peace and freedom is a 
prime human right. ..’’ and so on. 

Both of these statements are lies wor- 
thy of the most cynical gangsters. The on- 
ly ‘‘firm and durable basis’’ for relations 
between countries Reagan has ever envi- 
sioned involves thermonuclear leveling 
from Leningrad to Vladivostok. Gor- 
bachev dares to remark about ‘‘never 
threatening anyone’’ while his troops 
napalm the valleys of Afghanistan, hold 
their posts around Prague, pace nervous- 
ly along Polish borders, and while Gor- 
bachev’s own finger strokes the nuclear 
button controlling tens of thousands of 
warheads! Bob Avakian’s latest book, A 
Horrible End, or An End to the Horror?, 
starts with a description of a new God- 
father pledging his renunciation of sin, 
while his thugs (that very second!) are 
carrying out cold-blooded assassinations 
of one rival after another. Truly Gor- 
bachev fits the mold of that Michael Cor- 
leone in this respect too — an untried suc- 
cessor applying himself to precisely the 
same murderous deceit as always 
characterizes the gangster. 

These two statements from Reagan 
and Gorbachev, and a half-dozen similar 
statemenf$ this week, were supposed to 
project some appropriaté ‘‘cautious 
hopes’’ for peace. Such statements are 
formally required by the funerals of 
statesmen. But note as well that expres- 
sions of ‘‘hope’’ were strictly limited’to 
those prepared texts; everywhere else was 
the grim continuation of confrontation: 
Asked how Mr. Reagan’s invitation is 
likely to be viewed in the Kremlin, ‘‘one 
high-level American intelligence official”’ 
said ‘‘(Presidential spokesman Larry) 
Speakes’s own word — atmospherics — 
will do nicely.”’ 

And atmospherics abounded, in- 


cluding the jockeying and jostling of 
compradors. China lavished ridiculous 
praise on nonentity Chernenko, calling 
him an ‘‘outstanding leader,’’ while Gor- 
bachev, playing a similar game in his 
public statements, said: ‘‘We will do 
everything that depends on us to expand 
cooperation with socialist states, to 
enhance the role and influence’ of 
socialism in world affairs. We would like 
a serious improvement of relations with 
the Chinese Peoples Republic and believe 
that, given reciprocity, this is quite possi- 
ble.”’ 

Rajiv Gandhi, representative of a 
fragile government within a seriously 
convulsed India, openly curried Soviet 
favor — India declared an official three- 
day mourning for Chernenko, and in 
response Rajiv was rushed to the head of 
the line of mourners in Moscow to get the 
first honors from Gorbachev. 

In Brussels, where he was briefing 
NATO allies on the American nego- 
tiating approach to the Geneva nuclear 
arms talks, Richard Burt, the prominent 
assistant secretary of state, was quoted by 
the New York Times: ‘‘Referring to the 
new Soviet leadership, Mr. Burt said: 
‘The American approach as the new ne- 
gotiations get underway tomorrow will 
be business as usual. We have become 
used to these events.’ ”’ 

Business as usual — that captures itina 
nutshell. And a close examination of the 
web of diplomatic hoo-ha this week 
reveals just what that business is. — 

Item | — The Soviet Union (obviously 
not too deeply bereaved) decides not to 
postpone the opening of the Geneva 
Talks. A sign of eagerness for peace, and 
opportunity to reaffirm a common impa- 
tience to reach some understanding? 
Hardly, barks Ted Koppel on ABC’s 
Nightline, isn’t it more than a little 
suspicious? American commentators 
quickly point out throughout the media 
that, yes, it is a tactic for putting pressure 
on the U.S. for a quick settlement in one 
or two of the three arenas of Geneva, 
perhaps just another way of convincing 
world opinion that the U.S., not the 
Soviets, is the source of world war. To 
make it clear that the U.S. is too tough 
for such strong-arm tactics Reagan issues 
a special statement which affirms that the 
U.S. position is not to swap Star Wars 
for, say, Soviet Euromissiles but to ‘‘par- 
ticularly lower the levels of nuclear arms’’ 
— meaning deep cuts in Soviet land- 
based missiles. As for impatience... 


Reagan notes: ‘‘Tomorrow in Geneva, 
American negotiators will sit down with 
their Soviet counterparts to begin the 
most important arms talks in which our 
nation is likely to participate for the rest 
of this decade. \’m pleased that negotia- 
tions will begin as scheduled.”’ 

Item 2 — Reagan offers Gorbachev a . 
summit this summer — bur the President 
is clear that it should be held in the United 
States so that Reagan does not have to 
make a pilgrimage to Moscow, thus evok- 
ing the SALT I days of detente and con- 
veying a sense of American softness. 
American insiders add that Gorbachev is 
likely to take a ‘‘raincheck.’’ However, 
not missing a chance to get their licks in, 
Soviet spokesmen in Geneva leak out that 
their side also has a symbolic suggestion 
of where to hold a summit: Helsinki on 
August 1, so it could coincide with the 
10th anniversary of the Helsinki Accords. 
Although this treaty is almost always 
described in the West as a ‘‘human rights 
agreement,”’ its major significance for 
the Soviet Union is that it entailed an of- 
ficial acceptance by the Western alliance 
of the Soviet bloc in Eastern Europe, and 
acknowledged the currently existing 
borders in Europe as permanent. Com- 
memorating fhis aspect of the treaty 
would be a political retreat for Reagan’s 
America, where the open denunciation of 
the division of Europe has been used to 
prepare public opinion for the forceful 
dismantling of the Soviet Union’s em- 
pire. 

Item 3—Reagan, of course, refuses to 
attend this funeral in Moscow as he refused 
to attend the previous ones. One White 
House official explained that Reagan op- 
posed meetings that were more symbolic 
than substantive. Needless to say, the 
refusal to extend normal courtesy around 
funerals is itself ‘‘symbolic.’’ Reagan in- 
stead sends George Bush, who meets with 
Gorbachev for eighty-five minutes, who 
makes the obligatory statement, ‘‘We are 
not euphoric. We are realistic. We en- 
countered nothing to discourage us in any 
way.... The frankness and the 
usefulness and the content of the meeting 
were such that we have every reason to be 
encouraged.’’ Leaving Moscow, Bush 
then performed a little symbolism of his 
own.... His next stop? Grenada! 

And so it went. ‘‘Business as Usual.”’ 
Beneath the niceties of condolence and 
pomp, the circling death-dance of adver- 
saries. | 
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_ A front-page article in the New York 


Times, March 12, 1985, stressing the 
excellent health of Ronaid Reagan, also 
noted: “...doctors also detected signs 
of blood in the President's stool, Larry 
Speakes, the White House spokesman, 
told reporters at a briefing where the 
doctors were not present. He said they 
had not yet determined the cause but 
believed it to be.. .a false reading 
caused by the President’s diet.”

What goes on within America’s 


‘juvenile justice system”’ is usually hid-- 


den beneath a rather thick layer of pro- 
fessed ‘‘concern’’ for youth on the one 
hand, and a heavy lid of secrecy on the 
other. In Illinois, for example, state law 


claims that the aim of the state in regards ° 


to juveniles who have become its wards is 
“providing protection, guidance, care, 
custody and guardianship.’’ Juvenile 
court judges are portrayed as being sym- 
pathetic fatherly figures, helping those 


youths who have gone astray to get back 


on the right track. Unlike adult prisons, 
juvenile detention centers are not suppos- 
ed to be ‘‘corrective institutions’’ but 
rather ‘‘rehabilitative in nature,’’ pro- 


- viding a ‘‘constructive program’’ that in- 


cludes school and recreation. Many state- 
run youth prisons, like St. Charles, are 
located in semirural settings where sup- 
posedly kids can fish, swim, ride horses, 
and enjoy other ‘‘wholesome’’ outdoor 
activities. And the fact that juvenile court 


proceedings are closed to outsiders and . 


their records are not public is attributed 
to a concern for protecting youth from 
adverse publicity. 

However, even a partial lifting of the 
lid of secrecy reveals the ugly reality that 


lies underneath. One example: two Black - 
teenagers told the RW of their desperate, 


attempts to escape from the Cook Coun- 
ty Temporary Detention Center (known 
as Audy Home). They were being held on 
the fourth floor of the Audy Home where 


“youth — almost all Black — are im- 


prisoned pending trial. One kid broke a 
window with a chair, tied a sheet to the 
chair, and tried to lower himself to the 
ground. The sheet snapped, and when he 


hit the ground his legs were ‘‘pushed up - 


through his shoulders.’’ He’s still con- 
fined to a wheelchair. The other youth 
broke a window and jumped. He was 
severely cut up from the glass. Audy 
Home guards followed the trail of blood 
and found him hiding under a porch 
“with his guts hanging out.’’ 

Statistics reveal that there is a major 
building up and unleashing of the 
repressive state apparatus directed 
against the youth, especially those from 
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1982, for example, the number of Black 
and Latino youth in Illinois juvenile 
prisons skyrocketed from 39 to 69 per- 
cent of the total. Other figures are equally 
startling. From 1980-82: those found 
guilty of ‘‘delinquency’”’ in Cook County

_ Aglimpse of the living hell that is Audy 
Home was recently revealed in an 
American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
lawsuit. The suit documents that Aun- 
dreds of youth a year, some as young as 
ten years old — between 5-10 percent of 
the total number detained in Audy Home 
— are being held weeks, months, and 


even more than a year even though they 


have no charges pending against them. 
Many youth who are arrested are ‘‘releas- 
ed upon request’’ to their parents or guar- 
dians, who are supposed to make sure 


that their kids will show up at the juvenile 


court proceedings. But youths whose 
parents or guardians are unable or un- 
willing to pick them up are put in limbo at 
Audy Home. The suit points to these ex- 
amples: 


© ““M.W. was diagnosed as severely 


retarded when he first was brought to the . 


Audy Home in 1983. Since he did not 
meet the applicable criteria for detention, 
he was ordered ‘released upon request of 
probation officer’ on June 2, 1983. M.W. 
remained in the Audy Home in ‘release 
upon request’ status until on or about Oc- 
tober 2, 1984, a period of well over one 
year.”’ 

e ‘‘D.M. was arrested in August 1984, 


. for allegedly breaking a window. On 


August 10, 1984, a judge of the juvenile

court found he did not meet the ap- 
plicable criteria for detention and 
ordered him ‘released upon request’ of 
his mother. This thirteen-year-old re- 
mained in detention in ‘release upon re- 


quest’ status for over one month, until his 


case finally was adjudicated on or about 
September 12, 1984.’’ 


The lawsuit also cites the case of R.B., . 


a 16-year-old who was arrested by 
Chicago police in December 1984. His 
crime: running away from his step-father 
who slashed and pistol-whipped him, a 
violation of the terms of a prior proba- 
tion. After he was locked up at Audy 
Home, he was ordered ‘‘released upon re- 
quest’’ by a juvenile court judge — to the 
very parents he had run away from! They 
did not pick him up, and as of a few 
weeks ago he still remained in jail. 


According to the ACLU, these 


. ‘release upon request’’ youth had almost 


no access to newspapers, books, televi- 
sion, and telephones. Their personal pro- 
perty was seized, and their rooms and 
persons were subject to searches at the 
whim of Audy Home officials. And, to 
quote again from the lawsuit, these youth 
were held in these conditions ‘‘with the 
knowledge of judges of the Juvenile Divi- 
sion of the Circuit Court of Cook Coun- 
ty.’’ They go on to point out that the 
“release upon request’’ procedure is fre- 
quently used ‘‘to punish plaintiffs 
although there has been no adjudication 
of the offense with which they have been 
charged.’’ 

As exposing as this ACLU lawsuit is, it 
is only the tip of the iceberg. Actually a// 
youth in Audy Home are held in limbo. 
These youth are committed to Audy 
Home in the first place because the police 
or juvenile authorities decide that they

might not show. up for trial. Once admit- 
ted they are supposed to go before a judge 
within 36 hours. In reality this whole pro- 
cedure is nothing more than a vicious 
joke played on the youth. Court conti- 
nuances are the absolute rule of the day. © 
Witnesses seldom show up for the pro- 
secution, the State Attorney’s office asks 
for frequent delays, and often ‘‘investiga- 
tion”’ and ‘‘evaluation’’ of the youth and 
family by a-myriad of social workers, 
probation officers, and court 
psychologists takes months. Each court 
continuance takes more than one month 
and five or six of them is not at all uncom- 
mon. In the meantime the youth simply 
rots in Audy Home. ; 
Ripped away from their parents and 
friends, thrown into a hostile environ- 
ment,. having hopes of getting out 
repeatedly smashed, these kids are set 
upon by the Audy Home administration 
which attempts to take advantage of this 
situation to ‘‘teach them a little discipline 
and respect for authority.’ One youth 
described the comments of the intake 


guards as they stripped him of his per- ~ _ 


sonal clothing: ‘‘Your mama don’t want 
you. You'll get 20-30 years. They’ll bust 
your booty before you get out.’’ The 
day’s .activity was described by one 
youth: ‘‘You just sit there. You get up in 
the morning, make your bed and then sit 
in chairs watching soap operas all day. 
You can’t laugh or talk. You do this until 
your court date.’’ A system of rewards 
and punishments is used to enforce this 
regime. Telephone calls (even to lawyers) 
and visitation rights are used as a reward. 
For punishment kids are forced to stand 
for hours staring at a wall with their arms 
extended. Or the guards slap them, ‘‘and 
if we fight back they use their fists.’’ 

Kids who are more rebellious are 
thrown into solitary confinement. An 
ACLU lawyer told the RW howone kid 
was put in an isolation cell for three days 
for asking if he could read a magazine! 
For those who still persist in disrespect 
for authority, Audy Home has what 
youth call ‘‘the hole.’’ Many youth

Vice-President Bush 


To anyone with an ounce of under- 
standing of how the world operates under 
this modern-day system of enslavement 
called imperialism, the question answers 
itself.

The article 
stated: ‘‘Bush and other senior U.S. of- 
ficials with him were vague about the 
details of talks with Sudanese President 


Gaafar Nimeiri and other government 
leaders but said they covered topics in- 
cluding some $214 million in U.S. aid 
that has been withheld from Sudan. A 
senior U.S. official, speaking on condi- 
tion that he not be identified, said the 
United States was awaiting the outcome 
of negotiations between Sudanese of- 
ficials and the International Monetary 
Fund on repayment of the country’s stag- 
gering debt. The official suggested that 
U.S. release of the withheld relief money 
would depend on Sudan coming up with 
an acceptable financial plan that included 
stern austerity measures.” ~ 

Now, unless you want to be blind to the 
facts, the answer is clear. 
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Having stolen literally the food from 
the mouths of children of Africa (it has 
been estimated that the average African 
has 20 percent less food today than he or 
she did two decades ago), George Bush 
comes with a tiny cup of milk to literally 
dangle before the mouths of starving peo- 
ple in order to arm-twist still more con- 
cessions out of Africa.

On March 13th the district attorney’s 
(DA) office in New York City announced 
that a new grand jury will be convened to 
investigate, for a second time, the 
shooting of four Black youths by Bern- 
hard Goetz on a subway train. Last 
December Goetz was supposedly ap- 
proached by one of four youths who 
asked him for $5. Goetz replied, ‘‘I have 
$5 for each of you,’’ pulled from a quick- 
draw holster a .38 loaded with dum-dum 
bullets, and proceeded to methodically 
shoot the youths. Goetz was later ex- 
onerated by the grand jury. Robert 
Morgenthau, New York City’s DA, now 
states that ‘‘new’’ evidence is available 
via a new, undisclosed witness. What 
more evidence of this vicious and racist 
shooting do the authorities require? A 
reenactment? 

In recent weeks more details of the 
shooting have become publicly disclosed. 
After firing his weapon Goetz went and 
checked each of his victims. When he 
found Darryl Cabey slumped on the sub- 
way seat with no bloodstains, Goetz said, 
“You don’t look so bad, here’s another”’ 
and fired point blank. Cabey’s spinal 
cord was severed, paralyzing him from 
the waist down, and though Cabey has 
come out of a coma doctors indicate he 
has suffered brain damage. Before firing, 
Goetz also drew a mental line of fire — 
which would be the quickest and most ef- 
fective. These details are by no means the 
“‘new’’ evidence. Though these details 
have only now come out publicly two 
months after the shooting, they were 
known to the authorities all along! In fact 
they were told to them by Goetz himself. 
Further, this clear evidence of 
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the tiret orand piry which took one hour

and ten minutes to exonerate Goetz. 
Goetz — who shot one youth in the back 
and who coldly stood over Cabey (who 
was pretending to have already been hit) 
and fired away; Goetz, who stated he had 
intended to kill each of the youths and 
stopped firing only because he ran out of 


_ bullets, was found by the grand jury to 


have acted in self-defense! : 


When these details came out in the - 


media it caused an uproar as the support 
and supporters of Goetz have become 
more exposed. In an effort to straighten 
things out, Goetz gave this statement 
concerning how he shot Darryl Cabey to 
the New York Post: ‘‘ ‘He was not lying 
on the floor. He was leaning against the 
wall of the train,’ Goetz said, indicating 
he felt the youth was still a threat to him. 

“1 put the gun to the bottom right- 
hand side of his ribs. 

‘<I was going to shoot him anyway, 
but he settled the issue. 

‘© ‘He jerked his arm upward and it 
(the shooting) was a reflex action. 

“* ‘Some people are trying to make it 
look like a cold, calculated action,’ Goetz 
added. 

“© ‘The point is, if | had more control, | 
would have held the gun to his head and 
blown his brains out.’ ’’ Thank you, 
marksman Goetz, for speaking with vivid 
clarity. ‘‘1 would have blown his brains 
out’? — this is a philosophy Ronald 
Reagan finds ‘‘understandable’’; this is a 
man the system has picked as a fitting 
American hero for these times. This is a 
man who puts his philosophy where his 
gun is aimed: he once told a community 
meeting, ‘‘The only way we’re going to 
clean up this street is to get rid of the spics 
and niggers.’’ Is there anyone more 
qualified in helping to restore America’s 


traditions of lynch mobs and unleashing 
a pogromist climate targeting Black peo- 
ple in general and oppressed youth in par- 
ticular? 

When the first grand jury exonerated 


’ Goetz the accompanying fairytale was 


that a ‘‘runaway”’ grand jury had balked 
at the DA’s recommendation for at- 
tempted murder and assault charges. If 
you believe that one, it’s time to buy 
cookies and milk for the Easter Bunny. 
As one New York newspaper bluntly put 
it, a grand jury is a routine rubberstamp 
of the DA’s office. And when on rare oc- 
casions difficulties surface in a grand 
jury, the DA’s office, the courts, etc., 
know how to deal with it. Take the case of 
the police killing of Michael Stewart. 
When the authorities ran into the unusual 
situation of a grand juror protesting how 
the case was being handled, the juror’s 
protests and attempts to independently 
investigate the killing were deemed in- 
proper conduct and became the grounds 
to throw out a flimsy indictment against 
the police. When a new grand jury was 
convened by the DA’s office, the cops, 
who had beaten, clubbed, and choked 
Stewart to death, were charged not with 
murder but with failing to protect 
Stewart’s life! 

While it is still unknown what ‘‘new’’ 
evidence the DA has up his sleeve, it is 
known that when one of the youths came 
forward offering to testify before the 
grand jury with or without immunity he 
was forced to withdraw because he and 
his family have been threatened with 
death. The DA’s office responded by say- 
ing that it did everything possible to pro- 
tect the youth and his family by, one, of- 
fering to provide new identities for the 
youth and his family — identities that 


would, of course, be known to the 
government; and two, the DA offered to 
relocate the family in the far-off reaches 
of New York City. 

In the face of continuing controversy 
and shifting public opinion, Goetz has 
been busy trying to keep up the morale of 
the Archie Bunkers. Goetz, who once 
professed his deepest desire to fade into 
obscurity, has become a local celebrity 
and funeral goer, crusading on behalf of 
the likes of a man who stabbed a guy to 
death for allegedly trying to steal candy 
from a subway newsstand. Goetz, with 
the media in tow, showed up in court to 
support the man. Goetz followed this up 
with an attempt to put in an appearance 
at the funeral of a man who was killed 
during arobbery. That both of these men 
were Black was also a calculated move 
designed to blunt exposure of the heart of 
the Bernhard Goetz syndrome. Goetz has 
also formed a gruesome twosome with 
the ultimate pro-imperialist Uncle Tom, 
Roy Innes of CORE. Goetz and Innes 
have unveiled their plan for New York: 
arming and training 25,000 people in the 
city to act as a plainclothes policing force. 

The outcome of the second grand jury 
proceedings is yet to be witnessed. But as 
for the first grand jury’s decision to ex- 
onerate Goetz, DA Morgenthau said, 
‘‘There is no reason to believe that the 
grand jury in the Goetz case did not 
deliberate in a careful and conscientious 
manner.”’

There is new documentation of more 
atrocities committed by the U.S.’s 
“freedom fighters’? in Nicaragua. 
Reports issued recently by Americas 
Watch, the International Human Rights 
Law Group, and the Washington Office 
on Latin America described assassina- 
tions, torture, rape, kidnapping, mutila- 
tions, and murder of numerous unarmed 
civilians, including women and children 
“who were fleeing,’’ according to 
Americas Watch; that group accused the 
CIA’s most favored Contra outfit, the 
Nicaraguan Democratic Force (FDN), of 
“the deliberate use of terror.’’ All of 
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which was met with a big so what? 
response from U.S. officials. One un- 
named senior State Department offical 
told the New York Times, ‘‘You can’t 
have a major foreign policy initiative 
without glitches and problems’? — the 
“‘slitch’? here apparently being that the 
U.S.’s standard operating procedure had 
been exposed once again; he also pointed 


out that, ‘‘There were U.S. atrocities dur-" 


ing World War 2 and Vietnam.’’ Another 
official commented on the Contras’ con- 
duct, ‘It seems to be what you would ex- 
pect to have ina war.’’ Yes, when it is the 
only kind of war the U.S. can wage — an 
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imperialist war of aggression. 

But it’s really no wonder that U.S. of- 
ficials take such a matter-of-fact attitude 
towards the criminal activity of the Con- 
tras. After all, the FDN isa U.S. creation 
— and without U.S. official and unof- 
ficial funding, support, and direction, it 
would not even exist. 


Ex-National Guard 


Despite the recent claims of U.S. of- 
ficials that the Contras fought in the 
revolution to overthrow the hated dic- 
tator Somoza, virtually the entire senior 
officer corps of the FDN is made of 
former members of Somoza’s notorious 
National Guard. The principal military 
leader is Colonel Enrique Bermudez, a 
former National Guard colonel and 
Somoza’s last military attaché to the 
U.S.; he is also a graduate of the inter- 
American Defense College, run by the 
U.S. in Washington, D.C. The FDN’s 
Chief of Operations first entered the Na- 
tional Guard in 1961 and trafhed in 
Panama and Argentina; its Chief of 
Logistics entered the Guard in 1960, 
receiving training at the U.S.’s counter- 
insurgency school at Fort Gulick in 
Panama; the head of the FDN’s basic 
training, another National Guard 


- veteran, received military intelligence 


training in the U.S.; and the list goes on: 
the head of personnel, the Chief of In- 
telligence, and so on — all National 
Guard veterans trained in and/or by the 
U.S. military. 

The Nicaraguan National Guard was 
probably the most hated and feared 
repressive apparatus in Central America 
— and that is saying a great deal. It was 
created by the U.S. government, as was 
the Somoza family dictatorship that took 
local control of the Guard, to enable the 
U.S. Marines to end their virtual 25-year 
occupation of Nicaragua in the 730s; in 
other words, its purpose was to terrorize 
the population so as to maintain and 
foster the U.S.’s neocolonial domina- 
tion. And it was a real U.S. operation ail 
the way — from 1950 to 1975, nearly 
5,000 National Guardsmen went through 
U.S. training programs, with over 4,000 
trained (and directed) locally, the highest 
figure in all of Latin America. For forty- 
five years, it carried out its assigned task 
vigorously — with peasant massacres, 
opening fire on demonstrators, death- 
squad raids and torture-chamber brutali- 
ty directed against any real and potential 
opponents of the regime. In the last few 
years of Somoza’s rule, when nearly the 
entire population came into opposition to 
Somoza, the National Guard murdered 
over 50,000 civilians. When the FDN’s 
Colonel Bermtdez was asked how he felt 
about his time in the National Guard he 
responded, ‘‘I have nothing to be 
ashamed of. I served in an institution that 


za's downfall in hopes they would be identified and captured. 


was constitutional in its time. | am satis- 
fied with my career.’’ The quintessential 
U.S. freedom fighter indeed. 

After the Sandinista-led uprising of the 
Nicaraguan people that overthrew 
Somoza, those National Guard members 
who were able to escape the wrath of the 
masses — and those who were released by 
the Sandinistas — fled the country and 
scattered throughout Central America 
(and, of course, Miami). A high concen- 
tration of these gangsters formed roving 
bands, still under the leadership of their 
commanding officers, roaming around 
the Honduras-Nicaraguan border; an ex- 
ample of this type of group was the Fif- 
teenth of September Legion, led by Col- 
onel Bermudez. A number of former Na- 
tional Guardsmen also hooked up with 
others of their ilk from other countries. 
According to a ‘‘dissent memo’’ publish- 
ed at the end of 1980, apparently by 
analysts for the State Department, 
Department of Defense, National Securi- 
ty Council, and CIA, ‘A paramilitary 
strikeforce made up of former members 
of the Nicaraguan National Guard, anti- 
Castro Cubans, Guatemalan military 
personnel, and mercenaries has been 
formed in the past year....’’ The paper 
went on to say, ‘‘It should be noted that 
U.S. intelligence had kept informed of 
the plans and capabilities of the para- 
military strikeforce in Guatemala. U.S. 
intelligence has been in contact with 
Nicaraguan exile groups in Guatemala 
and Miami and it is aware of their rela- 
tionship with Cuban exile terrorist groups 
operating in the U.S..... [N]o attempt 
has been made to restrict their mobility in 
or out of the U.S. or to interfere with 
their activities. Their mobility and their 
links with the U.S. — it seems reasonable 
to assume — could not be maintained 
without the tacit consent (or practical in- 
competence) of at least four major agen- 
cies: INS, CIA, FBI, and U.S. 
Customs.” Incompetence was hardly the 
issue here. 

When the administration made that 
decision in 1981 to pull its puppets 
together and engage in more organized 
terrorism against Sandinista-led 
Nicaragua, the CIA went around 
recruiting the various groupings. From 
the CIA’s recruiting efforts the FDN was 
born. While it included mercenaries from 
all over Latin America (journalists who 
visited Contra training camps in the U.S. 
in 1981 reported meeting recruits from 
Honduras, Cuba, Panama, Venezuela, 
Colombia, and the Dominican Repub- 
lic), the FDN’s officer corps was to be 
made up of former National Guardsmen. 
They were even allowed to keep their 
notorious nicknames, such as ‘‘Chino’’ 
and “El Tigre,’? that were a mark of 
those who set the standards for peasant

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U.S. Immigration Policy 
and Central American Refugees 


“”, .the United States has the most hu- 
mane and generous system for the treat- 
ment of those fleeing from persecution of 
any country of the world.’’ So declared 
Commissioner Nelson of the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service (INS) ina 
letter to a Congressman last November. 
Within a few short weeks, the govern- 
ment would dramatically escalate its at- 
tacks on the movement providing sanc- 
tuary for Central American refugees, 
bringing heavy-handed indictments 
against many activists and, in gestapo- 
style raids, rounding up scores of immi- 
grants under sanctuary protection. It 
seems that flowery phrases arise in direct 
proportion to the sting of repression. In- 
deed, this ‘humane and generous sys- 
tem’’ has left its white-handed imprint on 
the lives of thousands of Central Ameri- 
can refugees in the last few years. Secret 
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interrogations; imprisonment in isolated 
detention camps; the kidnapping of chil- 
dren held as hostages; deportation to El 
Salvador and Guatemala and thus the 
threat of jail, torture and death: such is 
the generosity bestowed by the beast on 
countless Central Americans driven into 
its belly. 

It has been estimated that one out of 
every four Salvadorans is a refugee, forced 
out by government persecution, the 
U.S.-backed death squads, and the war 
being waged by the U.S. and its 
Salvadoran henchmen. A smaller but 
growing number have left Guatemala as 
well. The refugees land in neighboring 
countries of Central America, Mexico 
and the U.S. In Southern California 
alone it is estimated that there are 300,000 
Salvadorans and another 100,000 
Guatemalans. Los Angeles is said to have 
the biggest concentration of Salvadorans 
in any one city outside of San Salvador 
itself. Over half a million Central 
Americans, victims of U.S. aggression 
and U.S. client regimes, are here inside 
the U.S. exactly at the time when the 
tulers are preparing more aggression and 
attacks for Central America. 

Fully aware of the potential impact of 
these immigrants, the response of the 
U.S. has been direct and brutal. A steadi- 
ly escalating campaign has been under- 
taken to deport as many Salvadoran and 
Guatemalan refugees as possible — 400 a 
month are currently deported — and to 
terrorize those who still remain in the 
U.S. 

For those Salvadorans and Guatemal- 
ans captured by the INS — or for those 
who on their own attempt to establish 
legal residency in the U.S. — applying for 
political asylum is, under U.S. immigra- 
tion laws and regulations, usually the on- 
ly way of establishing legal residency and 
avoiding — or delaying — deportation. 

But these people are merely ‘‘economic 


refugees,’’ says the U.S. So, out of | 


13,373 applications for political asylum 
from Salvadorans considered by the INS 
last year, only 328 were granted — less 
than 3 percent. (While information on 
those who do obtain political asylum is 
extremely scant, one case received some 
notoriety recently. On appeal, one 
Salvadoran was granted asylum last 
December — but he had been a member 
of a right-wing death squad!) 

The picture is reversed regarding those 
seeking asylum from the Soviet bloc. 
Ninety-two percent of the Afghanis seek- 
ing political asylum are granted it. 
Seventy-one percent of Czechs who apply 
have their claims approved, and the 
figure is about the same for those from 
the Soviet Union itself. It is not hard to 
see that political asylum claims are 
blatantly and cynically rigged to satisfy 
the political interests of the U.S. In the 
case of refugees fleeing U.S.-dominated 
countries, such as Salvadorans or 
Guatemalans or Haitians, claims for 
political asylum are almost always 
denied. In the case of those fleeing coun- 
tries in the Soviet bloc, claims for 
political asylum are almost always 
granted. In addition to this obvious 
manipulation of who qualifies for 
asylum, the U.S. has also established 
special programs, known as ‘‘extended 
voluntary departure,’’ which grant legal 
residency to people from certain coun- 
tries. People from Afghanistan, Poland 
and other Soviet-bloc countries are 
granted legal residency in the U.S. under 
this program. Nicaraguans, too, were 
granted ‘‘extended voluntary departure’ 
status from 1979 to 1980 — that was in 
the time immediately following the fall of 
the U.S.-supported Somoza regime, 


‘when Somocistas were fleeing to the U.S. 


It should be obvious that in the 
authorities’ eyes, those fleeing from El 
Salvador and Guatemala — as well as 
refugees from other U.S. client states, 
such as Haiti — do not have the political 
qualifications for such a program, and 
this is true despite the fact that some 


liberals in Congress periodically make 
noises about halting deportations of 
Salvadorans as a way of tossing a sop to 
those outraged by the U.S. policy on Cen- 
tral American immigrants. 

But the U.S. efforts to deport Salva- 
dorans and Guatemalans is not simply 
limited to the fact that political asylum is 
denied in virtually all cases. In addition to 


‘the normal spate of intimidation and 


threats used against immigrants, the gov- 
ernment has concocted a whole series of 
measures aimed at apprehending and im- 
prisoning as many Central American im- 
migrants as possible and deporting them 
as quickly as possible.

Gary MacEoin, an author, lawyer, and 
linguist who has been active in the Tucson 
Ecumenical Council’s efforts to provide 


refuge to Central Americans, gave a 
speech at the recent symposium held in 
Arizona. He outlined many of the main 
points of the INS’s campaign against 
Central American refugees. In his speech 
MacEoin related the case of a Salvadoran 
who had been beaten by the Salvadoran 
National Guard, whose mother had had 
her face smashed by a rifle, and whose 
two uncles had been taken away by the 
troops only to be later found dead with 
their bodies mutilated. After fleeing to 
the U.S., this refugee got off a bus one 
day in Culver City, California. He was 
grabbed by an INS agent who twisted his 
arm behind his back while another agent 
pistol-whipped him. For several days the 
INS held him and harassed him, trying to 
force him to sign a voluntary departure 
form, which means that he would waivea 
deportation hearing and waive filing a 
claim for political asylum and would be 
immediately sent back to El Salvador. 
The INS harassment went so far as to 
wake up this immigrant at 3 a.m. in order 
to badger him with the hope of getting 
him to sign this voluntary departure 
form. At no time was he advised that he 
had a right to an attorney, toa hearing, or 
to file for political asylum, nor was he 
told that he could receive free legal service 
if he wanted it. In fact it was only after he 
had been held for several days, and had 
been sent to the INS detention camp in El 
Centro, California, that he was finally 
allowed to phone a friend who arranged 
for him to get a lawyer. 

This case is not at all unusual. It is, in 
fact, standard INS procedure when deal- 
ing with Salvadoran refugees. An at- 
torney who works with the National 
Lawyers Guild filed an affidavit in con- 
nection with a suit against the INS for its 
persecution of Salvadorans which sum- 
marizes these procedures: ‘‘A pattern of 
practice regarding INS treatment of 
Salvadorans has developed... . The con- 
sistent pattern that I have observed is the 
practice of INS officials trying to coerce a 
Salvadoran into signing Form 1274 to 
voluntarily leave without asserting a right 
to a deportation hearing. Threats, giving 
of false information as to the political 
asylum process and other means are used 
in an attempt to coerce individuals into 
signing Form [274.’’ INS agents typically 
lie about what the voluntary departure 
form (which, of course, is printed only in 
English) says in an effort to trick their vic- 
tims into signing it. Or they tell those they 
have captured that there is no reason to 
ask for a deportation hearing or file for 
political asylum because they will even- 
tually be deported anyway and they will 
be held in an INS detention camp while 
they are waiting. One Salvadoran, Doris 
Elia Estrada, testifying in a lawsuit 
against the INS, reported: ‘‘The INS of- 
ficial told me that I could not get political 
asylum in the United States and that | 
would have to remain in jail for a long 
period of time. Moreover, he told me that 
I would be placed in a cell with men, leav- 
ing me with the impression that I would 
be sexually molested. He also told me 
that (not) only (would). my political 
asylum application be denied, but that 
they would inform the authorities in El- 
Salvador of all the information that I had 
given them.’’ Others report simply being 
told that they could not apply for asylum. 
These are the more subtle tactics; 
beatings and open threats are reported as 
well. All the while the INS, as a matter of 
policy, refuses to allow anyone, including 
lawyers, to visit those they have arrested 
while they conduct these ‘‘interrogations.”’ 


Ballooning Bails 


Despite this intense pressure, a Con- 
gressional committee reported in 1984, 
that 30 percent of Salvadorans captured 
by the INS still refuse to sign the so-called 
‘voluntary departure’? form. For those 
the INS is not successful in coercing into 
signing the voluntary departure forms, 
the next step is to grant bail for those fac- 
ing deportation. Over the past several

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years the U.S. has moved to increase bails 
for Central Americans. Bail set by the 
INS for Salvadorans, for instance, is con- 
sistently reported to be higher than the 
bail set for others at the same INS deten- 
tion centers. The aim here is to make the 
bail so high that most of those arrested 
cannot bail themselves out. They are then 
faced with the prospect of spending 
months in an INS detention camp until 
they have their deportation hearing. 
Again the INS hopes that this will coerce 
many into giving up and signing the 
voluntary departure form. . 
Gary MacEoin, in his speech to the 
sanctuary conference, told how in Tuc- 
son they would go with Central American 
immigrants who voluntarily would turn 
themselves in to the INS and file claims of 
political asylum. Initially, such refugees 
would be released under their own 
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recognizance. Then the INS began 
demanding bail. First the bonds that were 
demanded were $100, then $200. Even- 
tually, bonds went as high as $3500 
doNars and more. According to 
MacEoin, in Tucson alone between half a 
million and one million dollars was raised 
in cash and collateral for bonds for Cen- 
tral American refugees but ‘‘There was 
no way we could beat the INS at its own 
game. This vindictive escalation of bonds 
played a large part in our decision to 
launch the sanctuary movement.”’ 
Needless to say, there were thousands of 
other refugees who were not fortunate 
enough to have someone to pay these 
outrageous INS ransoms and _ they 
languished in INS detention centers. 

Further, in 1983 the INS adopted a 
regulation which called for immediately 
jailing any immigrant who was out on 
bail awaiting a deportation hearing and 
was caught working by the INS. The 
result of this regulation would be that 
those awaiting hearing on their political 
asylum claims, even if they could manage 
to get themselves bailed out of the INS 
jails, would be deprived of any means of 
supporting themselves. The implementa- 
tion of this regulation has been stopped, 
at least temporarily, by the ruling of a 
federal judge in Los Angeles. But the 
government has already announced its in- 
tention to appeal this judge’s ruling and, 
given the past record of the federal courts 
in these matters (which we will deal with 
shortly), it seems quite likely that the INS 
will ultimately get federal court approval 
to implement this directive as well. Mean- 
while, the INS still almost always refuses 
to grant work authorizations to Central 
Americans awaiting deportation hearings 
even though it cannot now jail those they 
catch working. 


Detention/ Concentration Camps 


The INS detention centers are a crucial 
link in this chain of horrors. In 1982, ac- 
cording to Congressional testimony given 
by Associate Attorney General Giuliani, 
“*Salvadorans, many of whom have filed 
for asylum, have accounted for approx- 
imately 30 percent of the space available 
at the Port Isabel, El Paso and El 
Centro’’ INS detention camps. Given the 
fact that INS arrests of Salvadorans has 
been steadily increasing, and given U.S. 
policies such as the escalation of bails for 
Salvadorans, it is certain that the propor- 
tion of Salvadorans, particularly in the 
INS camps in the Southwest, has grown 
even higher. While there are others who 
are also imprisoned in these camps — 
Mexicans who demand deportation hear- 
ings rather than simply signing voluntary 
departure forms, those being held while 
awaiting travel documents, and others — 
more and more these camps have become 
concentrations of political refugees 
because it is they who must wait out long 
delays before their deportation hearings, 
which will consider their requests for 
political asylum and because, as we have 
seen, the government has a specific policy 
of imprisoning these immigrants. 

For those Central American refugees 
who have so far escaped the INS’s net, 
the conditions in these camps are a con- 
stant threat, and a method of in- 
timidating refugees into silence. For 
those in them, they aré an attempt to 
create conditions so intolerable that even 
being sent back to El Salvador or 
Guatemala might seem preferable. The 
INS detention center in El Centro, 
California, is a typical case. 
Temperatures here during the summer 
reach 110° and 120° during the day; the 
ground temperature reaches 150°. The 
prisoners are kept locked up in the yard 
from six in the morning to eight at night 
in an area where there is virtually no 
shade. Until recently all reading materials 
except the Bible were banned, and 
prisoners are forbidden to receive any 
books or periodicals from the outside. In 
one case a lawyer attempted to give a 
client a packet of information concerning 
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his legal rights, only to have an INS guard 
demand to see the material. Upon an- 
nouncing that this was ‘‘political pro- 
paganda,”’ the guard refused to let the 
refugee have the material. In the winter at 
El] Centro the temperatures get down into 
the 40°s, but barracks where the 
prisoners are housed are unheated. The 
food is often barely enough to keep the 
prisoners alive, and often it is inedible. 
Prisoners find cockroaches in their food. 
Still, guards are known to yell at the 
prisoners, demanding that they hurry up 
and eat, and those who don’t finish their 
food fast enough are thrown into solitary 
confinement. Medical care is virtually 
nonexistent. 

For the purposes of the U.S. it is vital 
that those in these camps remain isolated 
from those on the outside. The govern- 
ment neither wants word of the condi- 


tions in these camps to get out to the 
general public, nor do they want those 
imprisoned in the camps to receive any 
sense of support from the outside. These 
camps are generally located in remote 
areas such as El Centro Center, which is a 
five-hour drive from Los Angeles and 
just as far from Phoenix. The Tucson 
Ecumenical Council’s refugee project 


m was forced to get a federal court order 


before the INS would even allow them to 
visit refugees who, imprisoned in the El 
Centro camp, had requested their help in 
filing for political asylum. Last year the 
RW reported on a demonstration held 
outside El Centro by the Women’s Coali- 
tion to Stop U.S. Intervention in Central 
America and the Caribbean. The INS 
kept all the prisoners locked up inside 
their barracks during the demonstration, 


F and many of the windows were covered 


over so the prisoners could not see out 
and the demonstrators could not see in. 


: Later, after the demonstration ended, the 


INS released the prisoners into the yard. 
When some demonstrators returned, 
they were met by Border Patrol agents 
and El Centro police who first told them 
that any communication with the 
prisoners was illegal and then declared a 
small group of demonstrators to be an 
“illegal assembly’’ and ordered them to 
disperse. ©

torney.’’ And besides, as MacEoin said, 
“‘The information that the refugee would 
need to give to substantiate a claim for 
asylum is often such as to jeopardize 
relatives in El Salvador and Guatemala.’’ 
There are documented instances where 


: information obtained by the U.S. 
; government in deportation hearings has 


been passed on to the authorites in El 
Salvador only to lead to the arrest of 
someone mentioned in the testimony. 
Yet, whatever the specifics of the par- 
ticular hearing, the outcome as far as 
Central American refugees is concerned 
is guaranteed to be a deportation order. 
Generally the official reason for denials 
of political asylum is the bland assertion 
that the information submitted by the in- 
dividual requesting asylum does not con- 
stitute a case of persecution. There have 
been cases where asylum claims of 
Salvadorans have been rejected by the 
U.S. because the specific names of the 
Salvadoran National Guardsmen who at- 
tacked the refugee were not known! Of 
course, this burning concern by the U.S. 
for specific facts regarding the individual 
asylum claims does not apply when it 
comes to their own ruling. The State 
Department, for instance, is required to 
give advisory opinions on each claim for

you’re by yourself. The only light is when 
they open the slit to give you food.”’ It is 
cold and has a low ceiling so kids can’t 
stand upright. Since there is no urinal, 
they have to relieve themselves wherever 
possible. Some youth are held in these 
dungeon-like conditions for their entire 
stay at Audy Home. 

Periodically these kids are taken out of 
this lock up, marched in a line by a guard 
to another part of the building where they 
have their much-heralded ‘‘day in 
court.’’ The only people allowed in the 
courtroom are the parents and witnesses. 
But the parents are almost never allowed 
to speak, which goes for the youth too. In 
the vast majority of cases the youth are 
represented by a public defender assigned 
to them. Often these public defenders 
spend no more than 30 seconds with each 
individual and recommend they plead 
guilty. 

Aside from those directly connected 
with the case, no one else is allowed in the 
courtroom. One of the few insights to 
what goes on in juvenile court pro- 
ceedings comes from a report by the 
League of Women Voters. From 1980-81 
the League was allowed to send ‘‘court 
monitors’’ to observe thousands of 
juvenile court sessions. They found that 
57 percent of the time, the judges did not 
even explain the hearing procedure to the 
youth or the parents. In the majority of 
cases the actual ‘‘trial’’ took less than ten 
minutes. Of course the League was com- 
ing from a viewpoint of recommending a 
few changes in what was seen as an other- 
wise just and smooth-running system. 
But even a few excerpted remarks from 
their report reveals quite a lot: 

“*It was a real assembly-line operation. 
The bailiff called out the name of the 
respondent who was brought immediate- 
ly, with family and witnesses, before the 
judge. In two minutes, on the average, 
the group was on its way out and another 
case called.”’ 

‘‘Judge jokes, rambles and babbles 
about matters irrelevant to cases. Hurries 
through cases so rapidly, ignores SA 
[State’s Attorney] and PD (Public 
Defender ] pleas for trials or juvenile peti- 
tion matters. Judge gives impression of 
being totally disinterested in all pro- 
ceedings. ... Court in session actually 42 
minutes in the a.m.”’ 

“I noted the PD’s behavior. He 
wandered in and out of the courtroom 
where the proceedings were held and his 
involvement, even in cases where he was 
representing the juvenile, appeared 
marginal, often being restricted to com- 
ing into the room just in time to say one 
or two words prior to the judge’s deci- 
sion.”’ 

‘‘Twice today, cases involving petty 
theft came before court. One case, a piece 
of bologna stolen; the other five cents.”’ 

“Lots of strange things happening in 
court today. Some cases seemed like they 
should never have been brought in. 
Smoking pot, shoving someone, causing 
bodily contact, petition filed because boy 
tried to shine shoes at O’Hare [Airport ] 
without a license.’’ 

How do youths get dragged into the 
grinding machinery of the juvenile courts 
and detention centers in the first place? 

Youths the RW talked to gave two 
reasons for being arrested. First, ‘‘for 
nothing’? — or more accurately because 
they are Black or Latino youth out in the 
street. ‘‘A lot of my friends get picked up 
for walking down the street,’’ one youth 
who was arrested for ‘‘disorderly’’ told 
the RW. ‘‘Any time the police drive by, 
any time of the day, anybody they see in 
the neighborhood — it could be for 
truancy — they take you away. They 
come to your crib at 3 a.m., any time they 
want to.’’ Truancy, disorderly, curfew 
violation, smoking marijuana — the 
police systematically build a file of petty 
“‘crimes’’ against these kids, and when it 
becomes fat enough they throw them into 
Audy Home and/or to the dogs in 
juvenile court. 

Rough figures compiled by the League 
of Women Voters show the other major 
reason: half the delinquency cases in 
Cook County are for ‘‘burglary,’’ ‘‘rob- 
bery,’’ or ‘‘theft’’ (in addition to another 
8 percent for ‘‘armed robbery’’), i.e., 
crimes directly related to poverty. One 
Black youth said, ‘‘The reason it’s hap- 
pening is because we need some jobs, 
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that’s the problem, we need some money. 
People go to school, try to get a job — 
anywhere — but McDonald’s doesn’t 
even want to give you a job.”’ 

Of course the police often use the ex- 
cuse of searching for a burglar or some 
other ‘‘criminal’’ to sweep through the 


- ghetto to pick up any youth they can get 


their hands on. The above youth told how 
he had been picked up for ‘‘snatch and 
grab’’ once because the police were look- 
ing for any kid in the projects wearing ‘“‘a 
blue bag.’’ Even though he had done 
nothing he was arrested and charged with 
burglary simply because he was young, 
Black, and wearing similar headgear! 

The police also help decide what the ar- 
rested youths are charged with and 
whether they get released to their parents 
or are ‘‘temporarily detained’’ at Audy 
Home pending their trial. National op- 
pression permeates this process. Under a 
1982 change in the state law, for example, 
‘‘minors in need of supervision’’ 
(truants, runaways, curfew violators, 
underage drinkers, etc.) are not supposed 
to be incarcerated. In reality, many poor 
and Black or Latino youths picked up by 
the police for such petty violations end up 
in detention anyway for ‘‘violation of 
parole.’’ The Citizen Committee on the 
Juvenile Court described to the RW how 
charges can be twisted against certain 
types of kids: a joy ride in a car can be 
“‘criminal trespass to a vehicle,’’ pushing 
someone can be ‘‘battery,’’ damaging 
something in a school or home can be 
“criminal damage to property.’’ Undoc- 
umented youth from Mexico and Central 
America are simply handed over to the 
INS for deportation. 

There is usually a police ‘‘investiga- 
tion’? of the youth before charges are 
slapped against him or her. A number of 
Black youths described this. First they are 
manacled to a wall with handcuffs and 
left there for hours while the police look 
up their record on a computer, drink cof-- 
fee, and act as if they didn’t exist. Often, 
especially if their parents are not present 
(frequently these kids are not allowed to 
make phone calls so no one knows where 
they are), the police take them into the 
basement and ‘‘beat our ass.’’ The Gang 
Crimes Unit of the police department is 
especially infamous for this kind of inter- 
rogation. One youth described what hap- 
pens if you refuse to answer their ques- 
tions: ‘‘They burn your private parts. Or 
they tie a rope around the handcuffs on 
your wrists and pull you up to the ceiling. 
Every time one of them comes in they 
kick you. They won’t give you no water. 
They hit your head against the wall. They 
stick you in the ribs with their 
blackjacks.”’ 

Following this kind of questioning the 
police or juvenile officers may decide to 
charge a 15- or 16-year-old youth with a 
crime that falls under the Mandatory 
Waiver provision of the Juvenile Code. 
(Youth 17 years and older are dealt with 
as adults by Illinois law.) This means that 
if a youth is charged with anything from 
murder to armed robbery with a firearm 
or home invasion, (s)he is automatically 
tried as an adult in criminal court and can 
be sentenced beyond the age of 20 years, 6 
months (the maximum age juvenile court 
can jail a youth). Since this law went into 
effect in 1982 many hundreds of Black 
and Latino youth have been so charged 
and will have to sit rotting for much of 
their lifetime in jail. 

In addition, a juvenile may be declared 
a ‘‘habitual offender,’’ meaning they 
allegedly committed three felonies. In 
this case they are automatically put in 
juvenile prison until age 21 without any 
possibility of parole or furlough. 

If a youth is found guilty by some 
juvenile judge, the court conducts ‘‘social 
investigation’? before sentencing. This 
means a juvenile probation officer in- 
vestigates the family and their neighbors. 
In Cook County these jobs are con- 
sidered a ‘‘political plum’’ of the 
patronage system and filled by people 
who hate these kids. Their questions are 
designed to gather as much personal in- 
formation about these youths as possible: 
when does a kid go out, where does he go, 
where does he hang out, where does his 
girlfriend live, does he belong to a gang 
(and which one), who is his mother’s hus- 
band, where does he live, etc., etc. This 
information can then be used against the 


youth in sentencing. 

Most often, youths found guilty are 
put under some kind of probation where 
a threat is placed over their heads, that if 
they get in trouble again with the police, 
probation officer, or the school 
authorities, they will be sent straight to 
prison. This is no idle threat: 19 percent 
of the population at St. Charles, for ex- 
ample, consists of youths who have 
‘violated probation.’’ Of course, the 
judge can also decide to lock up a youth 
immediately for 30 days or more at Audy 
Home, or for a longer stay in the state- 
run juvenile prisons. 

Here the bourgeoisie’s program for 
these youth comes into even sharper 
relief. There are no time limits to the 
sentences given (except that a juvenile 
prison has to release a youth at age 20 
years, 6 months, unless the Mandatory 
Waiver provision is invoked). Instead, 
youth jailed in these prisons have their 
behavior constantly monitored by 
“‘counselors.’’ Every day a positive or 
negative ‘‘action sheet’’ is written up re- 
porting on their ‘‘progress.’’ Unruly, 
rebellious behavior, fighting, lack of 
respect for authority are all ‘‘negative 
behavior.’’ Playing the game and brown- 
nosing, kissing ass are all ‘‘positive.”’ 

Behavior modification, conformity, 
blind obedience to rules and authority is 
the name of the game. But many youths 
clearly are making a principle out of not 
playing the game, despite the conse- 
quences. ‘‘Therapists’’ might classify 
them as ‘‘emotionally disturbed’’ and 
have them drugged with librium or 
thorazine for months at a time. Or they 
might get locked into solitary confine- 
ment where they are sometimes handcuf- 
fed to their beds and have all but their 
underwear taken from them. The water 
to the toilets is sometimes shut off, forc- 
ing these kids to live in their own feces.

In 1974 the intolerable conditions, 
such as beatings by guards and denial of 
furloughs, led to a major rebellion at St. 
Charles — called ‘‘Charleytown’’ by the 
youths. The young inmates fought with 
guards, broke all the windows in one of 
the ‘‘cottages,’’ and destroyed furniture. 
Police from five surrounding areas were 
called in, but the youths fought back with 
clubs and pipes, finally spilling out into 
nearby streets on the prison complex. In 
the course of the rebellion, twelve youths 
scaled a 13-foot barbed-wire fence and 
escaped. Since then the authorities have 
constructed a second, electrified 13-foot 
fence around the first. In addition, 
closed-circuit TY cameras constantly 
monitor some of the cottages, and con- 
necting roads between the buildings are 
controlled by guards in vans whose 
walkie-talkies constantly crackle in the 
air. Despite such concentration-camp 
measures, the youths today repeatedly get 
in fights with the counselors and guards 
whom they call the ‘“‘police,’’ and in 
many other ways raise hell about the 
treatment they receive — banging on 
bars, breaking light bulbs and windows, 
lighting their mattresses on fire, refusing 
to go to reform school, and running away 
any chance they get. 

It is truly a sign of how decrepit and 
moribund this society and its ruling class 
are that the youth, especially those who 
are poor and from the communities of 
oppressed, are almost automatically con- 
sidered to be ‘‘criminals’’ and treated no 
better than cattle — rounded up and 
beaten by cops, herded through the 
juvenile courts, and often penned behind 
bars. But there is another side to this: it 
could be said that the brutality of the 
authorities stems from a basic recogni- 
tion that rebellious youth have often been 
found at the forefront of revolutionary 
upheavals. C)

But U.S. officials knew that a band of 


‘ Somocista terrorists would not have the 


proper image, either internationally or 
among the -propertied elements within 
Nicaragua, to accomplish their purpose;

. officers combed the Nicaraguan exile 


communities in Miami, Honduras, and 
Costa Rica looking for candidates for a 
‘directorate’ forthe FDN. 

The results were announced at a press 
conference in Miami in. March 1982. In 
addition to Colonel Bermudez, the new 
FDN directorate also included: Alfonso 
Callejas, a former vice-president under 
Somoza; Edgar Chamorro, a public rela- 
tions representative for an oligarchical 
Nicaraguan family until 1979, who now

widow of a wealthy coffee grower killed

while, Nicaraguan authorities say, he was 


engaged in running guns to the Contras; 
Marcos Zeledan, former leader of the 
ClA-connected Superior Council on 
Private Enterprise (COSEP); Indalacio 
Rodriguez, former rector of the Catholic 
University; and Adolfo Calero, a former 
leader of Somoza’s loyal opposition Con- 
servative Party, the Nicaraguan

It 
was the first I knew of it.’” As Chamorro 
said shortly after his appointment, the 
civilians had been added solely ‘‘to get rid 


’ of the Somocista image.”’ 


Other Pro-U.S. Forces 


While the FDN has been getting most 
of the U.S.’s money and attention, there 


are other long-time, loyal pro-U.S. forces _ 


allied with it. Arturo Cruz, a Nicaraguan 
banker who worked for the U.S.-run 
Inter-American Development Bank, was 
the U.S.’s candidate in last November’s 
elections in Nicaragua; after demanding a 
number of concessions to the Contras, 


Cruz dropped- out of the elections, pro- _ 


viding the excuse the U.S. was. looking 
for to declare the elections 
“‘illegitimate.’’? Pedro Chamorro was the 
publisher and editor of the pro-U.S. daily 
newspaper, La Prensa, until he left 
Nicaragua to.live in Costa Rica recently. 
Alfonso Robelo is a millionaire in- 
dustrialist who heads up a section of the 
Democratic Revolutionary Alliance 
(ARDE), the Contra grouping that is 
based on the Costa Rican border and 
launches attacks on southern Nicaragua. 
And Steadman Fagoth is a leader of 
MISURA, 
group that has been accused of carrying 
out numerous atrocities against any In-

days, and he has close ties with the CIA. 
All of these forces signed a unity state- 
ment with the FDN recently, demanding 
that the Sandinistas share power with the 


Contras, although-.it is unclear: at this - 


point whether Cruz and Chamorro will 
openly and publicly support Contra 
military attacks — a political decision 
based principally on what they feel will be 
the best way to put pressure on the San- 
dinistas and advance their own Political 
careers. 

The U.S. has particularly emphasized 
the participation of Robelo and Cruz, 
each of whom had once been a member 
of the Sandinistas’ ruling. junta. They 
represent sections of the Nicaraguan 
bourgeoisie that, 
economically dependent upon U.S. impe- 


‘ rialism, came into sharp contradictions 


with the relatively narrow Somoza clique, 
and on that basis achieved a certain 
degree of unity with the Sandinistas. 


sionists. among the Sandinistas pushed 


for the inclusion of forces like Robelo - 


and Cruz in government. The point of 
this historic compromise effort was to try 
and forestall, U.S. attacks on the regime 


. and enable maneuvering to increase revi- 
sionist influence among the sections of . 


the bourgeoisie that Cruz and Robelo 
. But the U.S., well aware of 
what was going on, intensified its 
military, economic, and diplomatic 
pressure on the Nicaraguan government, 
forcing the pro-Soviet forces to more 


show their hand and making the position. 


of Robelo, Cruz and several others in the 
government untenable. 


The case of Edén Pastora, the former 


Sandinista ‘‘Commander Zero,”’ is a lit- 
tle different. Pastora heads up another 
section of the ARDE Contras based in 
Costa Rica (allied with Brooklyn Rivera, 
the leader of another Miskito Indian 
group called MISURASATA). While 
Pastora has vacillated on the matter, he 


- has thus far refused to ally his forces with 


the FDN unless the latter agrees to purge 
its Somocista commanders — something 
which they obviously cannot do. Fastora 
has taken hidden contributions from the 
CIA, however, although he now claims 
that when-he refused to follow CIA 
orders and subordinate himself to the ex- 
National Guardsmen, thé CIA cut off his 
funding and ‘‘convinced’’ other potential 
supporters in Western Europe and Latin 
America to follow suit. Pastora has also 
met with Fidel Castro in the past couple 
of years, but it doesn’t appear that any

type of cooperation resulted from that 
meeting. Of late, he has been lobbying 
the U.S. Congress for direct, non-CIA 


funding — trying to.demonstrate to the - 


congressmen that he can be more effec- 
tive in attacking the Sandinistas than the 
FDN. 

Pastora was in and. out of the San- 
dinista National Liberation Front several 
times during the Somoza years, but in the 


- end, he was the commander of the San- 


dinistas’ Southern Front and a revolu- 
tionary war hero. Through his exploits, 
he became a political representative of a 
significant section of bourgeois forces 
who had been fiercely suppressed by 
Somoza and had joined the Sandinstas. 
Some of his former colleagues have been 
able to come to terms with revisionism 
and are still in the Sandinistas, but the 
same factors that forced out Robelo and 
Cruz also led to Pastora’s exit and his 
subsequent taking up of arms against the 
Sandinistas. 

Due to their eeniradicions with the 
Somocistas, and understanding the 
hatred with the which. the masses of 
Nicaraguans view these gangsters, Cruz 
and Robelo at first gravitated towards 
Pastora’s Contra operation; Robelo’s 
forces were in a formal alliance with 


‘Commander Zero, while Cruz heaped 
‘praise upon Pastora through articles in 


the U:S. press-and meetings with U.S. 
political figures. They argued that the 
U.S. should drop its support for the 


discredited FDN and adopt the Pastora. 


group as its own. However, in the context 


of its global requirements, the U.S. needs" 


an absolute’ clampdown in Central 


America and is not about to abandon its © 


most loyal and well-trained © death- 
squadders; indeed, such forces are to be 
unleashed in ways that far surpass their 


- previous exploits. Now is the time for all- 


pro-U.S. forces in Central America to get 
behind the game plan — and those that 
are reluctant to do so must face the conse- 


quences; Pastora found this out when a ~ 


press conference he gave last year was 
blown up, sending him-to the hospital 
and delivering a setback to his operation.

An Orphan’s Tale - 


| was born in 1946, and by 1950 my 

life was already turned upside down by 
the stark realities of what a society like 
this does to’ people's lives every day. Of 
course | didn’t see it like that then. | 
blamed myself; ‘What did | do wrong?” 
| used'to think. | blamed my mother; 
“Look what she did to me.’’ What hap- 


_ pened and what was done in fact was 


done to her as it is to millions of 
women: she was placed in a state men- 
tal institution when she had a nervous 
breakdown, and | was placed in an or- 
phanage for a while till | was later 
placed in various foster homes. 

The orphanage, when they punished 
children for wetting the bed, would wrap 
us in the stinky wet sheet, and put you 
in a room with various religious statues. 
It was cold and unfeeling and frighten- 
ing. They would make you stay there till 
you learned your Jesson, no lights, just © 
‘candles burning, and if after that eight 
hours of staying in this place you wet 
yourself again, it only lengthened your 
stay in'‘that room besides not getting © 
anything to eat. 

When prospective foster parents 
came looking for a child, it was like a 
combination meat market and police 
lineup — the older kids briefing us on 
what to.say and do, how to smile and 
look cute and things like that. Because 


‘if you weren’t picked by the time you 


got to be eight or nine, then your 
chances were very slim. Only the odds 
were stacked against me, | wasn't 
adoptable; my mother never signed me : 
away. | used to think ‘‘I.hate her’ — 
“It's all. her fault; why didn’t she just 
sign that piece of paper before-she had 
her breakdown” (as if someone can say 
hey, jack, wait a minute, let me sign my 
daughter away and I'll get on with my 
business of having a breakdown). 
Anyway | did get placed in some dif- 
ferent foster homes; some wére okay, 
people were nice but you still felt on the- 
outside of things, like where do | 

belong, always on the outside looking 
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in, Never quite part of things. 

This gave rise to me always being in 
trouble at school and at home. 
Sometimes in some foster homes 
whenever | was “doing bad” I'd eee 

“you're Crazy just like your mother’ 

“it's in your blood, you'll never Reual 
to anything.” Even the teachers in the 
school would be calling the Children’s 
Association about me and have me talk 


- to the social worker. But within all this | 


had a dream of growing up, getting mar- 
ried and having children, but | was go- 


ing to Save my virginity for the man that. 


| would fall in love with. At least | had 
something to offer or so | thought. 

That dream came to an abrupt end 
when | was eleven and my foster father 
raped me. It didn’t end with just that 
once but went on over.a number of 
years. At times | thought | couldn't 
stand much more, | couldn't stand being 
alive but | didn’t want to die either, and | 
sure as hell didn't want to give anyone 
the satisfaction of having a mental 
breakdown, although inthe back of my 
mind | would always worry about 
whether it would happen to me, since | 
was my ‘‘mother’s daughter.” The only 
reprieve | had was in the summers — | 
would get sent to a different foster 
home, and also there was one friend 
that | had that | was very close to. My 
foster father threatened me that if | told 


anyone, | would get committed to a “‘nut , 


house” with my mother, or they'd send 
me to jail, and I'd flash back on the or- 
phanage with its dark rooms and high 


wire fences and cement walls. He would: 


tell me.that there was something wrong 
with me, that I didn't like it — after all, 
most girls would jump at the chance, or 
so he said. Finally, just after my fif- 
teenth birthday, | made up my mind that 
this is not going to go on anymore. | 
was screaming at him when he grabbed 
me, he picked up a knife and he was go- 
ing to cut my breast off. He proceeded © 
to stab me, and | retaliated. 

| ran away only to be picked up by the 
police a week later; he never said ; 
anything, neither did I. | got my shit 
together and ran away again, never to 
return. | lived on the streets, getting odd 
jobs here and there, crashing in dif- 
ferent places, sleeping on roof landings 
with others in the same situation, and 
subways till we got kicked out, things 
like that. | started getting into drugs — 
first just smoke, then pills and before 
very long shooting drugs. | would work 
for awhile and then hang out, but in the 
interim | ended up pregnant by the only 
man | trusted enough to sleep with, who 
| had known for awhile. 

In. 1968 abortions were not legal, and 
$1,000 was like a million to me so | had 
the baby. | tried to clean up my act, but | 
always seemed to go back to shooting 
drugs. | was sotorn.|loved my | 
daughter, but | could hardly support 
myself never mind a growing child too. | 
tried, for four years | tried, but one day | 
did what my mother couldn’t do — | 


- signed that piece of paper. Life con- 
tinued and | decided to just move out of 


that city and see if | could get it . 
together somewhere else. | walked 
around with a jarge chip on my 
shoulder, but with blinders on. | hated 
the way things were but figured nothing 
could be done. My way of dealing with 
the horrible realities of a society like 
this was not dealing with it, getting 
high, having fun and just existing. 

Only I’m not just existing, or going 
along anymore: for the last six years the 


’. fury of this woman has been unleashed. 


| no longer shoot drugs or turn the radio 
off when the news comes on, or say no | 
don’t like to read because | was too 
ashamed to say | could hardly read. For 
the past years, which haven't always 
been easy, | have been directing my 
energies towards getting myself and 
others ready for revolution. | now take * 
up the important questions of what is 
going on in the world and what needs to 
be done to change these horrors. And 
I'd like to say that whatever abuses 
come our way, it's not ‘what we did 
wrong” but in fact it is the existing 
property and social relations in society 
that are the cause of it, and if we think 
that it's something we did, we have to 
see that we have to throw off the 
enslaving ideology that is also part of 
women's oppression. It's ali these rela- 
tions that need to be broken — an im- 
portant part of advancing the world pro- 
jetarian revolution and the advancement 


to communism. In my conclusion, I’d 
just like to say that me, and I’m sure a 
lot of other women, slept through the 
upheavals of the ‘60s, weighed down by 
the heavy hand of oppression,.and 
mainly by the fact that there was 
neither the political understanding or 
ability to unleash our fury. Now in the 
80s we have the ability and the political 


. understanding of how to go about 


unleashing this fury and how integral it’ 
is to being in the best position to win. 
Let's go for it — break ail those chains.

| have long remembered a conversa- 
tion that took place, getting close toa 
decade ago, when I| ran into a young 
Black woman on the street whom | had 
known. She had been active with the 
revolutionary forces at that time, and 
then she had disappeared from the 
scene. |.asked her why. She told me 
about her work ina steel mill; she told 
me about white assholes who assaulted 
her, threw beer cans at her windshield, 
called her ‘‘nigger bitch” and ‘nigger 
cunt” and more. This is really only a 
glimpse into the mountains of shit be- 
ing heaped upon this young woman. 
She toid me she just couldn't unite with 
“the workers,” struggle with them, or 
fight side by side with them against the 
enemy. As she told me all this, | felt my 


guts physically tighten, so strongly did | 
feel this young woman’s suppressed 
rage. (For | was a sister too, albeit a © 
white one.) 

This conversation came back to me 
again and again over the years, and 
again last week, when | read the letter 
from the woman who said, ‘“‘To be 
Black, female, and living in America is 
to be oppressed on a level beyond reali- 
ty.” [RW No. 295.] 

As to why that woman disappeared 
from the scene, | won’t here go into our 
whole back and forth argument about 
that, whether she did or whether | did 
for that matter, grasp the revolutionary 
program of the time; nor will | here go 
into the limitations and barriers to the 
revolutionary line of the time. | only 
hope she is around and reading these. 
Jetters! 

What | most want to state here and 
now is that Chairman Bob Avakian’s 
remarks in his book, A Horrible'End, Or 
An End to the Horror?, as quoted last 
week in the letter from the Portland 


- Women’s Group and which read in part, 


“To unite with and seek to fully unleash, 
or to fear, hate, and seek to suppress. 
the fury of this terrible force: this is a 
fundamental dividing line and has a 
great deal to do with whether things in 
the ‘80s go qualitatively beyond the ’60s 
on the revolutionary road”; that these 
remarks and, along with that, the RCP’s 
poster for IWD (which reflects and 
enriches those remarks as it clearly em- 
bodies proletarian policy on the woman 
question) are nothing less than.a bona 
tide leap in the ability of the oppressed 
to seize power as soon as possible.

of attacks by the Army of God types and 


the approach of International Women’s — 


Day to get me off my ass to put 
together the following. 

There were a lot of different 
resources | found that pointed up 
various aspects of women’s oppression 
and gave insights and exposure of rape 
and its ramifications. But what | wanted 
to key into’in this letter is a book about 
another Army of God. An Army of God 
that played the key role in the repres- 
sion, torture and murder of women 
throughout most of Europe for about 
300 years, resulting in an estimated 7-9 
million deaths. Deaths sanctified by the 
ruling hierarchy of the Catholic church 

- and blessed by Pope Innocent VIII. 

We're talkin’ the Inquisition generally, 

but particularly an aspect of it set into 

“ motion on December 9, 1484 by a-Papal 
Bull (Vatican decree) of this “Innocent” 
Pope. . .the VIII. This Papal Bull gave to 
two Masters of Sacred Theology, 
Heinrich Kramer and James Sprenger, 
the status of ‘General Inquisitors”: with 

. Carte-blanche power in the realm of fer- 
reting out and bringing to ‘‘justice” 
heretics, witches and other threatening 
elements in all the dioceses of the five 
metropolitan churches of Germany. The 
“handbook” that Kramer and Sprenger 
so zealously put together and used had 
a resulting influence far beyond the 
original five metropolitan churches, the 
borders of Germany, or either of these 
guys’ “Sacred” lifespans. 

The name of the book is The Malleus 


Maleficarum, meaning, essentially, “The 


Witch Hammer.” And if you're anything 
like | was before checking out this and 
other books that speak about this 
period of time and the pogroms carried 
out in the name of GOD against the evil 
of the DEVIL, you probably wonder at 
the relation between the oppression of 
~ women and the hunting dowrror sup- 
posed “witches” by the godly men of 
the.cloth. Well, hang on,.because.if... , 
there's ever a contest over which docu- 
ment most explicitly puts forth the line 
on women (and the masses generally) 
for certain periods of history, The 
Malleus Maleficarum might very well 
win it hands down for the Renaissance 
in Europe. (And I’m kinda wondering if 
Jerry Falwell and Friends have a few 
copies on hand. ..just in case. ...) 
So, just what_is The Ma/leus 
Maleficarum anyway? Well, to quote the 
back cover of the book: - 


“For nearly three centuries Malieus 
Maleficarum was the professional 
manual for witch hunters. This work, by 
two of the most famous Inquisitors of 
the age, is still a document of force of - 
that era's beliefs. Under a Bull of Pope 
Innocent VIII, Kramer and Sprenger ex-. 
posed the heresy of those who did not 
believe in witches and set forth the 

_ proper order of the world with devils, 
witches and the will of God.-Even if you 
‘do not: believe in witchcraft, the world of 

* 1484 did.” (emphasis mine) 


Well, more of-what the world of 1484 

- believed was that the old social order 
-was crumbling, and fast. And the key 
word in this description is not witch- 
craft, but heresy. For The Ma/leus 
Maleficarum they were one and the . 
same thing, the label of witchcraft con- 
veniently used to rid the land of anyone 
not toeing the line of the Church and 
established society. The Church 
cynically making use of the ignorance’ 
and mysticism of the era to obscure its 
brutal pogrom against the rising in- 
fluence of science and new 
philosophies. Calling forth demons and 
devils, and concentrating its attack on 
women. 

But hey, don’t take it from me, let’s 
let the Reverend Montugue Summers 
(who wrote two introductions to the 
English translation of the Ma/ieus — in 
*1928 and again in 1948 — and who ob- 
viously wishes for a return to the good 
old days when flames licked the heels 
of every malcontent the Inquisition 
could get its hands on), we'll let him get 
it straight for us. 

His 1928 introduction is where he 
really lets it fly, seeing as he did at the 
time some very dangerous parallels be- 
tween the witch/heretics of the 14th and 
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Dismemberment of a girl of ten by an apprentice aged 25 at Tirschenreuth, 6 January 1573. 


15th centuries and the Bolsheviks and 


* other revolutionaries of his day: 


“Sometimes, no doubt, primitive com- 
munities were obliged to tolerate the 


- witch and her works owing to fear; in 


other words, witchcraft was a kind of 


. blackmail; but directly Cities were abie 


to coordinate, and it became possible 
-for Society to protect itself, precautions 
were taken and safeguards were in- 
stituted against this curse, this bane 
whose object seemed to blight*all that 
was fair, all that was just and good, all 
that was well-appointed and honorable, 
-in a word, whose aim proved to. set up 
on high the red standard of revolution; 
to overwhelm religion, existing order, 
and the comeliness of life in an abyss 
of anarchy, nihilism and despair.” 


A bit further on and in a somewhat 
calmer tone he continues: 


“It must be borne in mind that witch- 
craft and heresy were almost inex- 
tricably commingled. It is quite plain - 
that such a man as Frederick. ..." 
(Emperor Frederick II) ‘‘who 

was. ..suspected of being a complete 


agnostic, recked little. whether.heresy. — .. 


and witchcraft might be offences 
against the Church or not, but he was 

. sufficiently shrewd to see that they 
gravely threatened the well-being of the 
State, imperilling the maintenance of 
civilization and the foundations of 
society....” 


“_..In fact heresy (witchcraft) was one 

- huge revolutionary body, exploiting its 

. forces through a hundred different © 
channels and having as its object chaos 
and corruption.” 


He goes on (and on) in a similar vein, 
citing historical references and bits 

. from the Mallieus, and then near the end 
of the introduction raises the following: 


“Possibly what will seem even more 
amazing to modern readers is the 
misogynic trend of various passages, 
and these not of the briefest nor least 
pointed. However, exaggerated as these 


_, may be, | am not altogether certain that 
~ they will not prove a wholesome and 


needful antidote in this feministic age, 


when the.sexes seem confounded, and . 


it appears to be the chief object of 
many females to ape the man, an in- 
decorum by which they not only divest 
‘themselves of such charm as they 
might boast, but lay themselves open to 
the sternest reprobation in the name of 
sanity and common sense.” 


Hey Ho, the Reverend has certainly 
put his holy finger on it. This 
“misogynic trend” he speaks of so 
casually is probably best illustrated by 
the ratio of women to men burned at the 
stake, which is variously estimated at 

. anywhere from 20-1 to 100-1. And based 
on what? For that we go directly to. the 
Malleus and the heart of this letter. 

First though, and very briefly, The __ 
Malleus Maleficarum, which runs on for 
275 pages, consists of Three Parts. 

‘Each part is composed of a series of 
‘questions which are then answered, and 
so lead the Inquisitor through the whole 
process from understanding and laying 
out what witches (and heretics) are all 
about, to dealing with actual supposed 
manifestations of witchcraft, to the ac- 


’ tual “judicial proceedings in both the 


ecclesiastical and civil courts against 
witches and indeed ail heretics,’ which 


includes methods of torture. 

So let's get to it here by going directly 
to Part |, Question VI, and let the 
Malleus speak for itself. ; 

Question VI reads like this: “Concern- 
ing Witches who copulate with Devils. 
Why is it that Women are chiefly ad- 
dicted to Evil Superstitions.” 

_ This section starts off with some 
possible methods of doing it with the 
devil, with some consideration about 
what element the body is made of that 
the devil assumes and whether the 
“act” is invisible to passersby, among 
other crucial points. It quickly moves, 
however, to the real deal: , 


“Therefore let us now chiefly consider 
women; and first, why this kind of per- 
fidy is found more in so fragile a sex 
than in men. And our inquiry will first be 
general, as to the general conditions of 
women; secondly, particular, as to 
which sort of women are found to be 


. given to superstition and witchcraft; 


and thirdly, specifically with regard to 
mid-wives, who surpass all others in 
wickedness.” 


What follows this are quotes from the 
“learned men’: of history on the subject . 
of the nature of women, and, of course, 

a good dose of Bible scripture to point 
up just exactly how very evil women are. 
Some highlights: 


S. John Chrysostom, commenting on 
the line from the Bible in the book of St. 
Matthew, “It's not good to marry.” Says 
Mr. Chrysostom: "What else is woman 
but a foe.to friendship, an inescapable 


’ punishment, a necessary evil, a natural 


temptation, a desirable calamity, a 
domestic danger, a delectable detri- 
ment, an evil of nature, painted with fair 
colors!” : : 


Seneca in his “Tragedies”: “A woman 
either loves or hates; there is no third 
grade. And the tears of a woman area 
deception, for they may spring from true 
grief or they may be a snare. When a 
woman thinks alone, she thinks evil.” 


Cato of Utica: ‘If the world could be rid 
of women we should not be without God 
in our intercourse. For truly, without the 
wickedness of women, to say nothing of 
witchcraft, the world would still remain 
proof against innumerable danger.” 


And then there’s good ole’ Valerius: 
“You do not know that woman is the 
Chimaera, but it is good that you should 
know it, for that monster was of three 
forms; its face was that of a radiant and 


_ noble lion, it had the filthy belly of a 
goat, and it was armed with the virulent 


tail of a viper.” 


Kramer and Sprenger fill in between 
these pleasant “proofs” with some of 
their own insights: 


“And indeed, just as through the first 
defect in their. intelligence they. are 
more prone to abjure the faith; so 
through their second defect of inor- 


dinate affections and passions they 


search for, brood over, and inflict 
various vengeances, either by witch- 
craft, or by some other means. 
Wherefore it is no wonder that so great 
a number of witches exist in this sex.” 


“Women also have weak memories, and 


it is a natural vice in them not to be 
disciplined, but to follow their own im- 
pulses without any sense of what is 


due.... 


“Let us consider another property of 


| hers, the voice. For-as she is a liar by 


nature, So in her speech she stings 
while she delights us....” 


Summing up this section of the Ques- 
tion, the boys tell us: 


“To conclude. All witchcraft comes 
from carnal lust, which is in women in- 


satiable. [As is said in Proverbs XXX...-.] 


There are three things that are never 
satisfied, yea, a fourth thing which says 
not, ‘it is enough’; that is, the-mouth of 
the womb. Wherefore for the sake of 
fulfilling their lusts they consort even 
with devils. More such reasons could be 
brought forward, but to the understand- 
ing it is sufficiently clear that it is no 
matter for wonder that there are more 


# women than men found infected with 


the heresy of witchcraft. And in conse- 
quence of this, it is better called the 
heresy of witches than of wizards, since 
the name is taken from the more power- 
ful party. And blessed be the Highest 
Who has so far preserved the male sex 
from So great a crime: for since He was 
willing to be born and to suffer for us, 
therefore He has granted to men this 
privilege.” : 


Directly following this conclusion is 


_ the next subheading of this Question: 


“What sort of Women are found to be 
above all Others Superstitious and 
Witches.” Kramer and Sprenger jump 
right in: mg : 


“As to our second inquiry... .it must be 
said, as was shown in the preceding in- 


quiry, that three general vices appear to - 


have special dominion over wicked 


women, namely, infidelity, ambition, and 


lust. Therefore they are more than 
others inclined towards witchcraft, who 
more than others are given to these 
vices. Again, since of these three vices - 
the last chiefly predominates, women 
being insatiable, etc., it follows that 
those among ambitious women are 
more deeply infected who are more hot 
to satisfy their filthy lusts... .” 


Unfortunately Kramer and Sprenger 
don't give us a clear definition of what 
they mean. by. ‘‘ambitious;”: but move ~- 
directly to the seven methods by which 
“witchcraft” infects the venereal act 
and the conception of the womb... .” 


“First, by inclining the minds of men to 
inordinate passion....” 


. “Second, by obstructing their [men’s] 


generative force... .""- 


And by that they mean that the men 
in question couldn’t “get it up,” this: be- 
ing grounds for bringing charges of 
witchcraft against any woman. As a 
quick side point here, in looking at 


-these first two charges,” it’s in- 


teresting to look at the gang-rape case 
on the pool table at Big Dan's Tavern in 
Massachusetts: During the testimony at 
the trial the woman victim was accused 
by all the men as having (as women are 
always accused) enticed them into the 
whole scene that went down. But one — 
man in particular, Daniel Silva, sup- 


- posedly couldn’t “get it up” to actually 


perform this rape in the correct fashion. 
This was turned against the woman as - 
well... “inclining the minds and then 
obstructing the generative force... ." 


_ “Third, by removing the members ac- 


commodated to that act... .” 


And they were dead serious about 
that one, accusing women of keeping 
boxes of.‘‘members” hidden away 
which they fed on oats and corn. 


“Fourth, by changing men into beasts . 
by their magic art... .”’ 

“Fifth, by destroying the generativ 
force in women... .” é 


“Sixth, by procuring abortion... .” 


It would be interesting to Know how 
many of the millions burned for number 


Six. 


“Seventh, by offering children to the 
devils, besides other animals and fruits 
of the earth with which they work much 
harm. And all these will be considered 
later, but for the present let us give our 
minds to the injuries towards men.” 


These are only bits and pieces of the 
case against women that Kramer and

Sprenger built, laying the groundwork 
for the Inquisition’s slaughter; the tip of 
what became a very charred and bloody 
iceberg carrying its terror throughout 
Europe, the U.K. and eventually making 
it as far as colonial America. 

There is much more to be said about 
and learned from the Malieus 
Maleficarum and from the era when it 
reigned as such a powerful tool in the 
suppression of women. But, as recent 
bombings of abortion clinics and the 
stepped-up attacks generally on women 
throughout society attest, the “witch 
hunt” is far from over, and is, in fact, in- 
tensifying. But, as Bob points out inA 
Horrible End, or an End to the Horror?, 
and as a fitting conclusion to this letter: 


“Out of their own necessity, and despite 
their furious attempts to intensify the 
oppression and degradation of women 
and smother their outrage, the im- 
perialists are raising up a terrible force 
whose basic interests — speaking of 
the vast majority. of women — cannot 
help but be radically opposed to this 
whole system with its institutionaliza- 
tion of patriarchal right and its 
systematic oppression, suffocation, and 
mutilation of women, body and soul. 
How could most women not want a 
basic change in a society where a 
woman will be raped every eight 
minutes while the rulers of that society 
ravage people throughout the world and 
plot a war that could blow the world up 
to defend this way of life!”

asylum. Almost always these advisory 
opinions are nothing more than a form 
letter which makes absolutely no 
reference to particular facts of the case, 
and, of course, in the case of Salvadorans 
or Guatemalans they almost invariably 
recommend that the claim be rejected. 
There are even cases where the State 
Department’s letters recommending re- 
jection are dated before the application 
was even formally submitted to the State 
Department. 

Witness the logic used in rejecting a 
claim for asylum of a 29-year-old 
Salvadoran who had been active in the 
Salvadoran teacher’s union. In his claim 
for asylum this Salvadoran related how 
he had been arrested and tortured with 
acid, and how his brother had been kid- 
napped, tortured, and then decapitated. 
According to an account of this case in 
the New York Times the INS did not 
challenge the Salvadoran’s account .of 
these incidents, nor did they dispute the 
medical evidence submitted to prove that 
the Salvadoran had indeed been burned 
with acid. Instead the authorites ruled 
that all this did not ‘‘stem from persecu- 
tion but from the civil strife in El 
Salvador.’’ In other words, the immigra- 
tion authorities simply said that things 
like this happen all the time in El Salvador 
and thus the fact that it happened to this 
individual does not prove that this in- 
dividual was being persecuted or that he 
should be granted asylum. Obviously, 
when logic such as this is used, it is a sim- 
ple matter to reject any claim for asylum 
out of hand. And this is exactly the point. 

The Washington Monthly, in their 
February 1984 edition, reported on a case 
where a Salvadoran testified before an 
immigration judge at El Centro and at- 
tempted to show a gunshot wound he had 
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received. A surgeon also testified at the 
Salvadoran’s hearing, confirming that he 
had indeed received a gunshot wound. 
The judge then announced that he would 
accept only the opinion of a qualified 
forensic expert who had actually seen the 
shooting. Needless to say, this request for 
political asylum was denied as well. This 
stands in stark contrast to the govern- 
ment’s handling of claims for asylum of 
Eastern Europeans, who almost in- 
variably have their own testimony as to 
persecution they suffered from Soviet- 
bloc regimes accepted without challenge. 

Little wonder that this whole process 
has aroused broad indignation among 
growing numbers of people. Even a mis- 
sion from the Office of the United Na- 
tions High Commissioner for Refugees 
‘felt compelled to make the point that the 
United States’s ‘‘apparent failure to 
grant asylum to any significant number 
of Salvadorans, coupled with continuing 
large-scale forcible and voluntary return 
to El Salvador, would appear to represent 
a negation of its responsibilities assumed 
upon its adherence to the UN Refugee 
Protocol.’’ And: ‘‘...there is a 
systematic practice designed to forcibly 
return Salvadorans irrespective of the 
merits of their asylum claims.”’ : 

{t is worth noting that it is hard to 
specify exactly how ‘‘large-scale’’ the 
government’s removal of Salvadorans 
and Guatemalans from the U.S. really is. 
More than one source contacted by the 
RW commented that over the past few 
years it has become noticeably more dif- 
ficult to get figures out of the INS. Even 
where the INS does give out figures it is 
often not clear what the figures mean, 
and the INS is hardly forthcoming with 
explanations. For example, as we already 
stated, the INS deports roughly four hun- 
dred Salvadorans a month. But then 
there are many more Salvadorans who 
are not ‘‘deported,’’ but are forced back 
to E! Salvador through ‘‘voluntary 
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departure,”’ ‘‘voluntary departure under 
docket control,’’ and various other INS 
euphemisms. This conscious obscuring 
of the numbers of Salvadorans and 
Guatemalans being forcibly returned to 
their countries is obviously a part of a 
larger effort by the U.S. to hide the extent 
of its crimes. 

But for those dissatisfied with the rul- 
ings and treatment meted out by the INS 
and the immigrations courts, there is 
always the possibility of appealing these 
rulings to the federal Courts of Appeal. 
“It is instructive,’’ commented INS 
Commissioner Nelson in the letter to 
Congress which was cited at the begin- 
ning of this article, ‘‘that the number of 
asylum determinations with respect to El 
Salvador which have been overturned 
upon review in the federal courts is in- 
finitesimally small.’’ Instructive indeed, 
though not in the sense that Mr. Nelson 
meant it. The fact is, though most of the 
policies cited above have been in effect 
for years, the federal courts have over- 
turned virtually none of them, whether it 
be the holding of children hostage by the 
INS, or denying immigrants access to at- 
torneys while they are being interrogated, 
er the wretched conditions in the INS 
detention centers. 


More Camps 


From ail this it should be clear that no 
matter how well-documented his or her 
persecution, the most the average refugee 
from E! Salvador and Guatemala could 
expect fron’ this farcical series of hear- 
ings, court proceedings, and rulings is 
that deportation back to Central America 
might be staved off for a short time. And 
all too often the refugee is left in an INS 
detention camp in the meantime. In fact, 
this is so often the case that the INS ex- 
periences continuing problems in finding 
places to keep all the refugees it holds 
prisoner. The INS routinely uses a host of 
non-INS facilities to hold its prisoners; in 
fiscal 1982, for instance, the INS reports 
that over a third of all prisoners it was 
holding were being kept in non-INS jails. 
Still the numbers of refugees and others 
being held by the INS has continued to 
grow to the point where in some cases the 
INS has had to reduce bails on some it 
was holding in order to clear space in their 
detention camps. One can rest assured, 
however, that ¢his is a problem the INS is 
working hard to resolve. One plan that is 
currently in the works is the building of a 
special prison in Louisiana which would 
be used for people who the INS expected 
to hold for long periods of time. This 
would, in practice, be a prison devoted 
almost solely to political refugees who 
were waiting to have their claims pro- 
cessed by the INS. This was openly stated 
by U.S. Associate Attorney General Giu- 
liani who, in explaining the need for INS 
prisons to hold those who would be in 
INS custody for several months, noted, 
‘‘Since the passage of the Refugee Act of 
1980, aliens of many nationalities have 
been applying for political asylum with 


increasing frequency.”’ In his testimony 
Salvadorans were specifically singled out 
as candidates for new INS prisons. 

The INS and Congress have also ex- 
pended considerable effort developing 
new schemes to speed up the processing 
of asylum claims. One of these ideas, 
contained within one of the drafts of the 
proposed Simpson-Mazzoli ‘‘immigra- 
tion reform’’ bill, would eliminate vir- 
tually all federal court reviews of im- 
migration matters. The effect of this 
would be to considerably speed up the 
deportation of Salvadorans, Guatemal- 
ans, Haitians, and others by eliminating 
delays while appeals of INS or immigra- 
tion court decisions were filed. And while 
this particular type of measure has not 
been enacted — not yet, anyway — the 
INS has taken steps to speed up its pro- 
cessing of asylum petitions and eliminate 
the backlogs. This, too, would have the 
effect of speeding up deportations. The 
government has also added more im- 
migration judges and staff to the im- 
migration courts in order to speed up the 
handling of cases there as well. 

The results of deporting even greater 
numbers of Salvadorans and Guatemal- 
ans is not hard to foresee. It is well known 
that the government in El Salvador, for 
instance, monitors flights arriving in San 
Salvador with deportees from the U.S., 
and that many are held by the govern- 
ment as soon as they get off the plane. Of 
course it is extremely hard, if not impossi- 
ble, to get any information on what hap- 
pens to those people once the Salvadoran 
government and the death squads get 
their hands on them. 

Last September the ACLU’s Political 
Asylum Project in Washington, D.C. re- 
leased a study which covered Salvadorans 
deported between March 1981 and June 
1983. Its results are admittedly in- 
complete, containing only a portion of 
cases which find their way into the public. 
record. Most cases, of course, are never 
made public. This is how the Political 
Asylum Project described its preliminary 
results: ‘‘We had available to us fewer 
than a half of the names of reported vic- 
tims of human rights violations, and, be- 
cause of illegibility or incomplete or inac- 
curate Spanish surnames, could likewise 
use only a half of the names of returned 
Salvadorans which were obtained from 
the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. Upon a preliminary comparison 
we found that 52 identified individuals 
seemed to have been killed, seven reported 
arrested, five held political prisoners, 47 
disappeared, and 43 captured and disap- 
peared in violent fashion.’’ 

Shortly before this study appeared, the 
State Department announced the results 
of its own “‘study.”’ Elliot Abrams, top 
U.S. ‘‘human rights’’ official, declared 
that people deported to El Salvador are 


doing just fine: ‘*. . .of those located, not 
a single one recounted a story of persecu- 
tion.” Cl

the state, Women must decide our fate”’ 
and ‘‘Woman-hating, Woman-hating — 
We say No!’’ A large red banner stating, 
“International Women’s Day °85; 
Wanted: Unrepentant Women for 
Dangerous Times’’ greeted downtown 
rush-hour traffic passing by the Clarion 
Hotel, where Falwell was scheduled to 
speak. 

The protesters, women and men, re- 
presented a broad spectrum of political 
forces — NOW (the National Organiza- 
tion for Women), punks, feminists, older 
peace movement people, and revolu- 
tionary communist youth. Many signs 
were in opposition to Falwell’s attacks on 
the right to abortion. Demonstrators also 
pointed to the broader implications of 
Falwell’s God, Country, and Family 
crusade. 

Inside, security forces kept a high pro- 
file, threatening anyone’ who looked 
“‘suspicious’’ with ejection while Falwell 
crowed that ‘‘...young people have 
made a turn tothe right. Fifteen years ago 
you took your life in your hands to go 
around and say the things I’m saying.”’ 
When lo and behold he was forced to deal 
with the fact that about a dozén (’80s) 
“‘nuts’’ and ‘‘kooks’’ who had slipped in 
were hissing at his accolades to Ronald 
Reagan and his patriotic appeals to 
make America Number One again. As 
security prepared to throw them out, they 
stood up and filed out chanting, ‘“‘God, 
Country, Family — Obedience for World 
War 3!”’ ‘ 

The distrubance over, Falwell intoned 
that such elements in society must be 
‘taught’? (or coerced) to ‘“‘respect 
authority.’’ ‘You don’t help these rebels 
by being kind to them. . . what they need- 
ed a long time ago was someone to beat 
the devil out of them.” 

In the context of Falwell’s misogynistic 
offensive, aimed at putting women back 
“in their place,’’ his own words are stark- 
ly revealing: ‘Can we defend the Western 
Aftiance against aff eneimics?”’ 


Los Angeles 


In Los Angeles, 250 people turned out 
for an International Women’s Day 
demonstration which started off with a 
lively picket line outside the office of the 
“‘Right-to-Life League of Southern 
California.”’ At a rally held later that 
afternoon a speaker from the Feminist 


Women’s Health Center described theac- . 


tion as ‘“‘going on the offensive in L.A. 
against the antiabortion movement.”’ 
The demonstration itself was called by 
the January 22 Coalition for Reproduc- 
tive Rights, a group formed earlier this 
year to counter the bombing of abortion 
clinics, the growing ideological attacks on 
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women and, specifically, the reactionary 
antiabortion activities that had been 
called for January 22. 

Some 150 Mora! Majority types staged 
what could accurately be described as an 
anti-International Women’s Day 
demonstration across the street, complete 
with American flags, the Lord’s Prayer, 
and Fundamentalist Baptists passing out 
tracts to passersby. This only added to the 
spirit of the participants in the IWD 
picket line, so that at times the prayers 
and speeches being spewed out over the 
reactionaries’ sound system were drowned 
in a roar of, ‘‘right to life, it’s a lie, you 
don’t care if women die.’ Some of the 
IWD demonstrators crossed the street to 
confront the right-to-lifers with picket 
signs, like one woman’s which read, 
‘“‘Don't bomb me, I was once a fetus 
too.’’ An RCYB (Revolutionary Com- 
munist Youth Brigade) member took an 
effigy of a pig — appropriately dressed in 
a ‘‘Choose Life’’ T-shirt, a cap 
emblazoned with ‘‘Army of God,’’ and 
clutching an American flag — across the 
street to join its reactionary brethren. 
Other pigs (the uniformed type) decided 
to go over and join the right-wingers’ 
demonstration. Later, a group of women 
crossed the street and effectively 
disrupted an interview one of the reac- 
tionaries was having with a TV crew. 

Chants of ‘“‘Not the Church, Not the 
State, Women Must Decide Their Fate’’ 
rang out as the right-to-lifers folded up 
their flags and went home, and the 
demonstrators embarked on a march of 
over a mile down Wilshire Boulevard to 
the rallying point. The RW spoke to 
several women at the demonstration who 
said that they had only recently become 
politically active and who cited the cur- 
rent reactionary offensive being whipped 
up against women as the reason they 
decided to participate. At the rally some 
three different speakers gave powerful 
testimony about their own personal ex- 
periences of the fate women suffered 
when abortions were illegal: a woman 
who had an abortion while a college stu- 
dent in the ’50s, a man whose twin sister 
- died at the age of 15 from an illegal abor- 
tion, and a woman from Argentina who 
had an illegal abortion there, where abor- 
tions are still illegal. 


Santa Cruz 


Security guards and clean-cut, all- 
American young men types, along witha 
few matronly women and_ business- 
suited, middle-aged pillar of the com- 
munity types stared edgily out the win- 
dows of the building where Miss Santa 
Cruz 1985 was to be coronated on March 
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8. The sidewalk just in front of the 
building was packed with noisy pro- 
testers, mostly women and a fair number 
of men as well, carrying picket signs like, 
‘‘How can pieces of meat have equal 
rights?’’ and ‘‘Miss Meat Santa Cruz.”’ 
Across the street the sidewalk was packed 
as well, and the main banner, so long it 
had to be held by four women, announced 
boldly, ‘‘Take Back the Night — No 
More Profit From Women’s Bodies.”’ 

The evening’s events had been initiated 
by a group including a former Miss 
California and a former professional 
model whose activities are well known in 
and around the Santa Cruz area. They 
have carried off many ‘‘in your face’’ ac- 
tions against pornography — including 
tearing up porn magazines and raising the 
demand that Santa Cruz be a 
pornography-free zone. Also involved in 
building for the action was a newly formed 
women's network from the University 
of California at Santa Cruz. 

All told, over 500 protesters over- 
whelmed the pitiful coronation, drawn 
by the affrontery of holding a beauty 
contest on International Women’s Day, 
and seizing the chance, as the action’s 
leaflet put it: 


‘*__ to express our anger at having our 
lives severely restricted, at living with 
constant fear, and at male violence. 

— to call public attention to issues affec- 
ting women's survival: rape, sexual 
harassment, child sexual assault and 
domestic violence. : 

— to experience for one evening, the feel- 
ing of being on the street in the dark and 
unafraid.”’ 


Part of the tone for the rally had been 
set earlier in the day, when a group of 
people marched on a cigar shop in down- 
town Santa Cruz. While about fifty pro- 
testers watched outside, seven people — 
six women and one man — had entered 
the shop and torn up three copies of Pent- 
house magazine. They were quickly ar- 
rested on felony charges (the same 
charges used to arrest people at the 
Democratic Convention War Chest 
Tours) and held on $5,000 bail each (this 
was later lowered to $500). One of those 
arrested in the action was Margaret Zack, 
mother of Tania Zack, a Santa Cruz 
woman who had been abducted, brutally 
assaulted, and killed when her car had 
broken down on the highway. Before the 
action, Margaret Zack had said, ‘‘The 
publishers of magazines such as Pent- 
house and Hustler make millions by 
degrading women. They profit at our ex- 
pense. They portray us in chains, tied, 
bound,-tortured, and to add insult to in- 
jury they say that we enjoy it — we must. 
These are slanderous lies spread by multi- 
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million-dollar corporations that lead to” 
’ real harm to real women.” ° ; 


AND FASHIONABLE 


Organizers of the ‘‘Take Back the 
Night”’ rally had called on participants to 
wear black ‘tin memory of the women 
who have died because of male 
violence,’’ and almost all wore at least 
something black (sometimes combined 
with a red scarf or shirt). The heavy 
charges and bail against the Penthouse 
shredders more than anything sharpened 
the edge of defiance and rebellion; when 
the afternoon events were announced by 
bullhorn at the rally, the air was soon filled 
with the chant, ‘‘Take back the night, 
women, take back the night, fight back.”’ 

After picketing in front of the Miss 
Santa Cruz coronation, the vast majority 
of the demonstrators took off through 
the streets of Santa Cruz while a group of 
men continued the picket line. The march 
stretched for blocks, in high spirits, punc- 
tuated by chants, whistles, and war 
whoops. Some of the spirit was captured 
in one picket sign which read, ‘‘I won’t 
live my life in a cage.” 

The march proceeded first to the Santa 
Cruz jail where the afternoon’s protesters 
were still being held. The parking lot out- 
side the jail overflowed with marchers, 
and when an organizer again announced 
the arrests and the police charges, and 
called for the group to “‘let them hear us”” 
inside the jail, the loudest yells, whoops, 
and whistles of the night filled the air. 

The march then continued back into 
downtown Santa Cruz. Along the way 
the march was very well received by peo- 
ple on the street and in cars, with a 
number of people, including both men 
and women, honking their horns in sup- 
port. The march went right through the 
downtown mall, drawing people out of 
restaurants, then finally ended back up at 
the starting point — and just a few 
minutes before the coronation of Miss 
Santa Cruz was coming to its conclusion. 
Organizers announced that the rally was 
over, but that people just might want to 
stay around until the pageant let out. 
Many couldn’t resist, and the Miss Santa 
Cruz coronation came to its inglorious 
conclusion with the new Miss Santa Cruz 
sitting in a car deep in the parking lot, sur- 
rounded by security guards, and the 
assembled guests trying to scurry out the 
back exits. Even there, they were forced 
to runa gauntlet — to get out, they had to 
go down the sidewalk between walls of 
angry protesters. They ‘‘nonchalantly’’ 
tripped over cracks in the sidewalk in the 
rush to the safety of their cars, unsuc- 
cessfully trying to evade the sounds once 


- more filling the air: ‘‘No more profits off 


women’s bodies’’ and ‘‘Take back the 
night, women, take back the night, fight 
back.”’ 

More lively times may lie ahead for 
Santa Cruz as ‘“‘The Miss California 
Pageant’’ is scheduled to be held there 
later this year. |

Approximately 60 people attended this conference. 
The Revolutionary Communist Party (RCP) provided approximately 
three fourths of the membership of the MCHR and RCP 

influence through literature and discussion was evident. 


On the first morning of the conference an "open 
mike" was’ employed and people could speak for approximately 
two minutes. Some of the following topics were discussed:

.2. Consistency; HEREIN IS ere Gd) 


3. Narrowness; DAT 
4. Cutbacks as a Focus 


Other points of interest were how to move professionals 
beyond narrow self-interest demands, raise patient carz issues 
to a class analysis and organize a concrete political 
program to be able to show interested people and to 
follow themselves. 


One of the workshops was entitled "Organizing Health 
Professionals". The participants in this workshop could 
not agree on the definition of a professional. It was noted 
that many of the legitimate professional people, such as 
Doctors and nurses, have heen turned away from the legitimate 
aims of the MCHR by the heavy RCP influence. BIETILA, RCP 
member from Baltimore, expressed her interest in doing 
something about the fact that there is no inservice education 
for nurses at Johns Hopkins Hospital. Dr. PETER MOYER from 


Lincoln Hospital, New York City, was in attendance. tn regards 
oS. to RCP influence, a conflict developed between the RUF and 
the MCHR Chapter from Durham, North Carolina. In their efforts

to convert people to communism, the RCP and the Durham Chapter 
came in conflict due to the fact that the RCP is not in favor 
of exposing their true political feelings, but would rather 
gradually politicize prospective: members through gradual 
development and regular contacts; whereas the Durham Chapter, 
which is going through a stage of strict Marxism-Leninism (M-L) 
insists on being totaily frank and proceeding through the M-L 
analysis with prospective members. -A pamphlet entitled "Toward 
a Revolutionary Position on Health and a Critique of the RCP 

in the Renegade 'Communist' Party" was provided: and presents 
the RCP position. Also, the Durham Chapter of the MCHR 
provided a pamphiet entitled, "Prepared by the Durham MCHR 

for Discussion at the MCHR Mational Convention", which presents 
the Durham position in this conflict.

Over the past several months the Durhem MCHR chapter has been trying to develop 
‘an analysis of problems in the health cere system, and how we as an organization can 
most effectively fight to change that system. We recognize that problems in health 
-care have intensified as the country's general economic crisis has deepened. it is 
necessery to respond to this crisis, but we must not respond blindly, Analysingthe 
_8 ituation thoroughly and developing a correct line on how to move the struggle 
a head should be our main ebjective at this convention and in eur werk, We feel thai 
this process cannot occur under the present bankrupt national leadership of MCHA. 
However, we oppose the substitution of the pelitical line of the Revolutionary Ccn- 
munist Party led MCHR Activist Caucus which raises "activism" as the main principle 
of unity for MCHR as a whole. Our ideas are presented to encourese ceomradely strug- 
gle and criticism. The Durham MCHR has voted to withdraw for the ilational HOGHR Aeti- 
vist Ca ucus. In this paper we will make clear our reasons for withdravine form the 
Caucus; then present seme thoughts about organization and direction of HCHN. 


I, DECISION TO WITHDRAW FROM THis CAUCUS 
Our decision to withdraw is based on our experience within the Caucus and on 
our analysis of the political errors which have occured there. ‘ie have struggled wii 
in the Caucus against these political errors in a Principled and open way. At pres- 
ent the leadership of the Caucts is consolidated around these errors and is attempt~ 
ing to take over the leadership of National MCHR, 
_the errors of the Caucus reflect the ooportunist politics of the Revolutionar, 
__Communist Party "RCP", which hes léd” the caucus end defined its politics, We recag- 
nize the “important role of genuine communists within mass organizations to help vre-. 
vide leadership and develop politics and analysis; but the caucus leadershio with 
its incorrect politics holds MCHR to a low level of understanding end development.

For the information of recipients, the full domestic 
security investigation of the RCP is being discontinued 
because the activities of the organization no longer fall 
within the current Attorney General's Guidelines governing 
domestic security investigations. Although in the past the. 
RCP has encouraged its membership to acquire weapons and 
engage in firearms training, the RCP has discontinued this 
practice. Since June, 1976, when the Statue of Liberty 
was taken over by the Vietnam Veterans Against the War 
and supported by the RCP, there have been no reported 
incidents where force or violence was used or the violation 
h of Federal law resulted for the purpose of overthrowing 


the Government.

program was being conducted by the U. S. Navy in Haynes Hall 
on the campus of the University of North Carolina. Six 
persons, five white males and one black female, appeared 

— outside Haynes Hall and burned a U. S. flag. While the Navy 
Recruiters were at lunch, a life size effigy of the Shah of 
Iran was laid on a desk being utilized by Navy Recruiting 
officials. 


Efforts were made by officials at the University of 
North Carolina to identify the six persons; however, only 
one individual would speak. He identified himself as BOB : 
SHELDON from Durham, North Carolina. He stated that the group ae 
was the "Revolutionary Community Youth Brigade", the Triangle 
Area Chapter. The other five individuals would not identify 
themselves and would not speak to University officials. It 
was determined, however, that none of the six persons were 
University students. “ 


Efforts to solicit the support of University students 
were completely umsuccessful. The six appeared in the "Pit" 
and were told by many students to “get off campus". When they 
appeared at Haynes Hall, the same negative reception was 
received by the six from University students.

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REVOLUTIONARY COMMUNIST PARTY, USA 


On October 1, 1975, the Revolutionary Union (RU) 
publicly announced the formation of the Revolutionary Communist 
Party of USA (RCP). The RU, a militant semi-covert j/arzist- 
Leninist revolutionary organization ideologically oriented toverds 
the People's Republic of China and the teachings of Chairman iL\ 
Tse-tung, had as one of its main objectives, the founding of the 
RCP, and with the announcement of the formation of the RCP, the 
RU, as an organization, dissolved. Membership in the RCP is 
sa eas primarily of individuals who had previously been members 
of the RU. 


The RCP has published a: booklet entitled "Procramme and 
Constitution of the Revolutionary Communist Party, USA. This 
booklet states ''The programme is both a declaration of war on the 
ruling class and a battle plan for the working class of this 
country. The central task of the Revolutionary Communist Party 
today, as the Party of the U. S. working class, is to build the 
struggle, class consciousness and revolutionary unity of the 
working class, and develop its leadership on a broad united front 
against the U. S. imperialists... This means the masses of wortzers 
must rise in arms, forcibly smash and dismantle the armed forces 
and political apparatus of the bourgeoisie and create in their 
place the organs of power of the armed working class." 


The Constitution of the RCP states "The Revolutionary 
Communist Party takes Marxism-Leninism, MAO Tse-tung thought as 
the theoretical basis guiding its thinking. The basic programme 
of the Revolutionary Communist Party is the complete overthrow of 
the bourgeoisie, the establishment of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat in place of the dictatorship of the bourgeoisie and 
the triumph of socialism over capitalism. The ultimate aim of 
the Party is the realization of communism." 


Members of the RU, the predecessor and founder of the 
RCP, have been identified as collecting weapons while engaging 
in firearms and guerrilla warfare training. The RCP is 


headquartered in Maywood, Illinois, and utilizes the same mailing 
address as was utilized by the RU.

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APPENDIX 


REVOLUTIONARY STUDENT BRIGADE 


In November, 1975, the Revolutionary Student 
Brigade (RSB) announced it was transforming itself from an 
anti-imperialist organization into a revolutionary communist 
organization. The RSB announced it was to be the youth 
organization of the RCP and as such will help bring people into 
the "struggle" and help build the revolutionary movement. 
Members of the RSB are to consider themselves as communists. As 
the official youth group of the RCP, which include the overthrow 
of the U.S. Government by force and violence and the ultimate 
establishment of a dictatorship of the proletariat based on 
Marxist-Leninist-Maoist principles. 


As of November, 1975, the headquarters of the RSB was 
located in Chicago, Illinois. 


APPENDIX 
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VIETNAM VETERANS AGAINST THE WAR/ 
WINTER SOLDIER ORGANIZATION CVVAW/WSO) 


The VVAW, formed in 1967 by Vietnam veterans to 
protest U. 8. involvement in the war in Southeast Asia (changed 
name to VVAW/WSO in 1973 to include non-veterans as members), 
has sponsored numerous anti-government demonstrations, some 
resulting in violence. The VVAW/WSO National Office (NO) 
and some key chapters are infiltrated and influenced by the 
militant Revolutionary Union (RU) organization, and VVAN/WSO 
leaders have told members that VVAW/WSO is a revolutionary 
organization, not "just another group of war veterans.'' The 
current Marxist-Leninist-Maoist oriented NO, which promotes 
education of the membership in Marxist-Leninist-Maoist doctrine 
and directs the organization into political growth along the 
same lines, has at VVAW/WSO National Steering Committee 
Meetings (NSCM), in 1974, portrayed VVAW/WSO as a mass anti- 
imperialist organization and a vanguard of the revolution 
eventually created by the masses. 


VVAW/WSO leaders voted at the December, 1974, NSCM 
to align VVAW/WSO with the RU, which organization follows a 
strict Maoist line designed to being about violent revolution 
in the United States.

DICKERSON stated that SHELDON is a Repistered Nurse 
at the Wake Medical Center, working in the Emergency Room of 
that Hospital. DICKERSON said that SHELDON wears a button which 
states “Death to the Shaw"; has a girl friend CAROLYN KHYCE; is 
5 feet 9 inches tall, weighs 165 pounds, with red hair and- 
mustache. SHELDON was arrested in Washington, D. C., in connection 
with an Iranian demonstration which case was set for February 12, 
1979, but put off for reason not known. DICKERSON said thet 
SHELDON requested that he work February 23, 1979, in order to

had planned the march several months ago, because Wilmington is the export center 


for U.S. imperialism's arms to Iran,

But in the last. two months before the demonstration, the struggle of the 
Iranian people has dumped the Shah and then Bahktiar, another puppet of U.S. 
imperialism. With the return of Ayatollah Kholmeini, a long-time opponent of 
the Shah's regime, there were big questions to be answered-- was the revolution 
over or just beginning? would Kholmeini oppose U.S. imperialism completely and 
unleash the Iranian people to drive out foreign capitalists, CIA agents and 
military advisors? or would he pull the reigns on the people's movement and 
still give the U.S. imperialists some leeway to operate in Iran? 


Because these new conditions in Iran raised big questions, the Revolutionary 
Communist Party called for a conference before the demonstration to get down on © 
the situation in Iran.and the tasks of revolutionary-minded Americans who support 
the Iranian revolution, The conference was highlighted by speeches and culture 
stressing the revolutionary situation in Iran, the deep-seated hatred of the 
Iranian people for U.S. imperialism, and the need for American people to build 
a broad revolutionary movement to oppose the U.S. in Iran. 


CAPITALISTS SCRAMBLE TO STOP CONFERENCE 


The conference actually became the focus of struggle more than the ee Ta eES 
demonstration as the capitalists in Wilmington, from the Hotel owners to the 
local pigs and FBI, conspired to have the conference meeting halls cancelled 
the day before the demonstration, Even local. Black, church leaders, who would 
have offered their churches, admitted: that. ‘their “hands were tied" by local 
politicians. In the face of the difficulty the conference organizers secretly 
reserved a meeting hall and held the conference despite the network of cops 
and agents in the Wilmington area, The press as well as the pigs were 
convinced that the conference had been cancelled and that nobody had shown up 
for the demonstration. 


Rey FOLLOWS PONEERENSE DESPITE THE PIGS 


Due to the secrecy of the conference, the demonstration was delayed until 
early that evening when the marchers poured out of the buses at the federal 
building. The beacon light of a revolutionary rally broke throught the 
darkness and the rain, The cops stood by unprepared while militant chants, 
songs and speeches heralded the great achievements of the Iranian people. 
Sailors on a Coast Guard vessel across from the rally cheered and turned their 
spotlight on the banners, until they were ordered below by the brass, The 
battlecry "FIGHT THE RICH, NOT THEIR WARS" resounded off the walls of the 


building, along with " SIMMY BOY JIMMY BOY RUN, RUN, RUN, THE IRANIAN REVOLUTION 
HAS JUST BEGUN." 


The enthusiasm could not be dampened, and at the close of the rally most of 
the demonstrators decided to stay overnight in order.to carry through the 
planned march to the arms port the following day.--such disappointment for the 
capitalists who thought they had stopped the conference and that Sunday would 
bring "peace to Wilmington."' Sunday the buses and vans converged at a park to 
begin the march, but nature dealt a blow the capitalists could never deal, and 
driving rain forced the people of Wilmington into their homes, so the march 
plan was abandonned, Even so, the Sunday morning rally was a warning to the 
bourgeoisie--"DON'T EVER THINK THAT THE PEOPLE'S MOVEMENT WILL BE DEFEATED BY 
YOUR MANEUVERS, AND DON'T EXPECT US TO 'GO HOME ON TIME,’ BECAUSE THE FESTIVAL 
OF THE OPPRESSED WILL NOT BE ON YOUR TERMS, OUR SUPPORT FOR THE IRANIAN 
REVOLUTION DRAWS INSPIRATION FROM THE IRANIAN MASSES WHO WILL OVERCOME EVERY 
DIFFICULTY UNTIL YOU ARE DRIVEN INTO THE SEA}"

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U.S. Plots Comeback 


lranian Masses 
Press Ahead in Revolution 


The mighty armed insurrection that swept away the hated U.S.-backed regime of the Shah sent the U.S. ruling class 
reeling, but much to their horror the revolution in Iran is not over. Truckloads of captured M-16s are not being turned 
in. With the taste of freedom in their mouths, millions are not content with bringing down the Shah’s savage dictator- 
ship, but are preparing to take the next crucial steps in their revolutionary struggle—completely uprooting the rule of 
the reactionary capitalists, landiords and generals; kicking U.S. imperialism out of the country for good; and fighting 
towards a people's democratic republic, representing the political power of the popular masses under the leadership of 
the working class. . = 

The defeats suffered by the imperialist rulers of the U.S. recently in fran have been tremendous—particularly the 
rapid collapse and disintegration of the U.S. trained and equipped army and the rout (though not the total defeat) of 
the old ruling classes previously centered around the Shah. Sul, Exxon, Du Pont, John. Deere and other American 
capitalists have billions in investments left in the country and a hard core of several thousand U.S. military advisors 
and CIA agents remain. The claws of U.S. imperialism are still dug into Iran, and this is why the greatest nightmare of 
; all for them is the continuation of the people’s struggle and the growing influence of the Marxist-Leninist and other 
‘t revolutionary forces within it. ‘ 

Up til now the U.S. has had little choice but to try to reach some accommodation with the new ‘Islamic govern- 
ment” appointed by Ayatollah Khomeini, holding out offers of ‘‘aid’’ if the revolution is brought-under control. At - 
the same time, the U.S. is working behind the scenes to pull back together the old reactionary army, a key tool for the 
impcrialists and the forces of reaction to use to make a comeback at some future time. 


m8 The New Regime 


After the victorious popular insurrection, struggle sharpened up between the different political forces in the 
people’s movement—representing various classes—over what direction‘the revolution will take. The forces that have 
taken the reins of government—chiefly representatives of the Iranian national capitalists such as Bazargan, in alliance 
with religious leaders such as Khomeini who have their main political base in the sizeable urban small businessmen and 
professionals—have revealed their inability to lead the revolution forward in completing its anti-imperialist, 
democratic lasks. ; a 

_, The new government, under tremendous pressure from the masses for revolutionary change, has recently taken a 
" number of progressive measures such as arresting many of the Shah’s top generals (and executing a handful of them) 
-expropriating the royal family’s vast holdings, cutting ties with Israel and supporting the liberation of Palestine. But, 
on the other hand, it has turned more and more of its attention to restraining the mass struggle and countering the 
communist forces’ growing influence among the masses. é F 

On February 12, Khomeini called for the masses to turn all captured weapons in to the mosques. But both the Marx- 
ist forces and the vast majority of the people refused to give up their arms or accept Khomeini’s proclamation that the 
old army, reactionary generals and all, had ‘‘joined the revolution.’’ This stand was proven absolutely correct when, | 
just one day later, die-hard army units and SAVAK (secret police) agents launched a desperate counterattack. in 
Tabriz. : ; 

While calling on the masses to disarm, the new government is trying to piece back together the old army, retaining 
the old officer corps and command structure, minus a few of the top fascist generals. This has met stiff resistance 
from rank-and-file soldiers, who have refused to return to their bases in massive numbers. At a recent rally called by 

-communist forces, 5000 soldiers encouraged the revolutionaries not to disarm themselves and expressed support for 

’ the formation of a new people’s army to replace the old U.S.-Shah army, pointing out that it will continue to be a dag- 
ger pointed at the heart of the revolution as long as it exists in any form. 


U.S. Schemes 


After revolutionary forces attacked and seized the U.S. Embassy, including arch-reactionary U.S. Ambassador 
Sullivan (a Vietnam war architect), armed squads were rapidly sent by the Khomeini-Bazargan government to the 
rescue. The U.S. rulers were certainly also cheered to hear Prime Minister Bazargan and his new oil minister say that 
foreign ‘‘experts’’ will once again be brought into the oilfields, as well as the new Army Chief of Staff's request for 
some U.S. military advisers to stay in Iran. | 
Though the U.S. imperialists have clearly lost their beloved ‘‘almighty’? monarch, the Shah, they have in no way 
given up on Iran and still have die-hard reactionary forces there at their command and potential leverage over others, 
including many in the present government. 
This underlines the crucial role of the genuine Marxist-Leninist forces in continuing to mobilize the masses of the 
people, particularly the working class, the most revolutionary class in Iran today, to carry through the anti- 
imperialist, democratic tasks of the revolution as the first sten towards a socialist Iran. The turnout of 150,000 people " 
; sa ON February 24 at a rally openly called by Marxist-Leninist forces forced the U.S. press to report that the communist . 
- movement in Iran is a considerable force to be reckoned with. eer ; as 
Though President Carter has claimed again and again that the U.S. is not interfering in Tran’s “internal affairs 
- and attempting to ‘‘determine who will be their leaders,’’ the imperialists’ continuing efforts to cling to their remain- 
: ing positions of power in this strategic, oil rich country and their preparations for a counter-revolutionary comeback 
J - must not be underestimated. U.S. Defense Secretary Brown just returned froma 10-day trip to the Middle East, where 
he delivered promises to the reactionary Saudi government and others, of stepped up U.S. military aid and U.S. 
“‘resolve’’ (meaning direct military action) to keep the [ranian revolution from spreading to its neighbors. Carter, 
Brown and the whole U.S. bourgeoisie have good reason to be alarmed, for the continuing Iranian revolution shows 
the great potential of the working class and masses of people in Iran and every other country to sweep away the im- 
:* perialists and two-bit dictators on their payroll, and go on to build a whole new society and a new world.

Mr. Heigler advised this individual stated that 
his group consisting of 200 or more individuals were sup- 
posed to meet at a church in Wilmington, North Carolina, 
however, the group was larger than he had anticipated and 
they would have to move the meeting to a larger location. 
Heigler advised the individual that it was a very short 
notice, however, he would contact his Director of Food 
Services and told the individual to come to Myrtle Beach, 
South Carolina, that evening and «- determination would be 
made as to whether or not his motel could accommodate the 
group.

Heigler advised at approximately 8:15 PM on 

February 23, 1979, an individual identifying himself as 
Tim Hopkins appeared at the Howard Johnson's at which time 
it was confirmed that Howard Johnson's would be in a posi- 
tion to rent him the required meeting room for a fee of 

' $200 provided that $100 was paid in advance. Hopkins pro- 
duced a $100 bill to confirm the contract and a Request 
for Meeting form was then filled out. The request was 
for a theater style setup for 300 persons with a podium 
with coffee and soft drinks to be served during the meeting. 
The meeting time was set up as 10:00 AM through 3:00 PM 
on February 24, 1979. Heigler advised that he was under 
the impression that Hopkins was representing a group of 

- students were in some way associated with a church group in 
Wilmington, North Carolina, as Hopkins had told him that 
the name of the group was the"Council for Middle Eastern 
Studies, Heigler stated that no other details were dis- 
cussed at this time as it was not necessary. 


Heigler advised that on February 24, 1979, 
approximately 9:00 AM an unidentified individual appeared 
and stated that he was representing the group of students

Mr. Heigler advised the group appeared to. be made 
up.of persons, both male and female, between the ages of 
twenty and forty and appeared to be individuals of various 
nationalities who in his opinion were very poorly dressed 
but very well organized. He advised the group did not cause 
any problem at the motel, however, they did hang several 
banners up on the school buses in which they were traveling 
which generally were of the same nature in that they declared 
“Down with Bloody America and up with Khomeini’. Heigler 
stated that this group from his observations appeared to be 
very much against the Shah of Iran and were strongly advo- 
cating the policies of Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. Heigler 
stated that there was no doubt in his mind that this group 

‘was all composed of "Communists" He advised that one of 
the members of the group had xeroxed a copy of a poem or 
song to the effect that the United States Military should 
get out of Iran and that the Iranian Revolution has just 
begun. The poem also advocated Communism and the only way 
to obtain it would through Revolution and long lived the 

"RCP". The poem referred to "Jimmy Boy'was still on the 
run n_and that the people of Iran are keeping their guns. 


; There was another printed handout being circu- 
lated among members of the group entitled “Stand with 
Zimbabwe!"' which appeared to be a paper put out by the 
African Liberation Support Committee (ALSC) Post Office 
Box 547, Atlanta, Georgia, telephone number 288-2297. This 
paper dealt with the organization taking an intensive cam- 
paign to the American people in support of the just struggle 
of the Zimbabwean people and the fact they had been ina 
revolutionary war for the past. six years with its’ target 
the Racist white minority government of Ian Smith and the 
kicking out of the United States Imperialism. The paper 
had the printing "Fight Imperialism and National Oppression 
from USA to USA by Joining the ALSC!" The paper further 
pointed out that people. of oppressed nationalities and 
minorities like Blacks, Latins, Native Americans, etc.,. 
suffers special forms of exploitation and oppression in the 
United States.

June 20, 1979, and are scheduled for trial November 19, 1979. 


On February 2, 1979, four members of RCP staged a 
demonstration on Government Square, Downtown Cincinnati. Stephen 
Zureick, Marjorie Kurko, and Mark Lendler participated in this 
nonviolent demonstration. . 


On March 9, 1979, Zureick was arrested on the University 
of Cincinnati Campus while taking part in a picket line opposing 
an event called "Marxist Scholar Conference". Zureick and other 
RCP members opposed the conference, sponsored by the Communist 
‘Party USA (CPUSA), because they felt the CUPSA betrayed the cause 
of revolution and supported imperialism. Zureick was found. not 
guilty of resisting arrest but was found guilty of “failure to 
disperse" in Municipal Court. 


On March 23, 1979, Donald E. Davis, 1438 Dove Road, 
Columbus, Ohio, and Paul D. Hollister, 2267 Indiana Avenue, 
Columbus, Ohio, were arrested for criminal trespass at the 
Chillicothe, Ohio High School. Davis and Hollister were passing 
out RCP leaflets. 


On March 20, 1979, RCP, RCYB, and NUWO held a demonstration 
at 2:00 PM on Fountain Square, Cincinnati, Ohio. The title of 
the demonstration was "Uphold the Righteous Actions of Greg Daniels" 
Daniels had béen killed after killing two police officers ina 
shootout. 
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On May 10, 1979, Cincinnati Police Officers, wives, 
and children had a march to City Hall. RCP members, eight 
strong, stood at City Hall carrying signs which stated "Down 
With National Oppression". Police officers ripped up the 
Signs. On the same day, RCP demonstrated at the funeral of 
George Lee Thomas, Jr., who was slain May 4 while fleeing a 
police stakeout in Cincinnati. 


On March 31, 1979, a demonstration was held at 
Fountain Square in Cincinnati to call attention to police killings 
in Chillicothe. 


On May 17, members of RCP and NUWO were passing out 
leaflets critical of police behavior towards blacks in Cincinnati. 
It took place as police officers, who had a permit, observed 
National Police Week.

The admitted organizer of this yard sale was a white 
male who identified himself\as BOB SHELDON. SHELDON stated he 
lived in North Carol\na, now; is presently employed at 
Memorial Hospital, Chapel Hil North Carolina; and formerly 
worked in Raleigh, North Caroliwa, but left his job in 
Raleigh, North Carolina, because\gf the travel.expenses involved 
commuting to and from Raleigh each day from Durham, North 
Carolina. ( = 


SHELDON stated that all across the country people are 
attempting to raise one million dollars for the RCP defense 
fund and indicated that the RYB with which he is associated 
is associated with the RCP. SHELDON indicated the RYB is 
in the formative stages in the Raleigh-Durham Chapel Hill, 
North Carolina, area, but “O will have meetings in the near 
future, dates not yet set. oa) 
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. With SHELDON at this yard sale was a white female 
5 feet 4 inches - 5 feet 5 inches, 130 pounds, with a 
dutch boy style haircut, who obviously was an associate 
of SHELDON's and who indicated,she assisted SHELDON in 
organizing the yard sale. (WL) 


Both SHELDON and the female indicated they had 
sold or distributed leaflets and papers on the University of 
North Carolina, at Chapel Hill, North Carolina (UNC), 
campus, samples of which were availabke on a table at the 
yard sale, copies of which a obtained and were 
previously described.

When your folks dropped you off at Carolina a few days ago, they probably hoped 
that going to Carolina would be your key to a comfortable, "middle class" future like 
some ad-man's fantasy - you know, where your most pressing worries are whether to trust 
Midas with your muffler, or whether to "get a pieceof the rock" to insure your life in 
case you kick off before your kid gets braces. 


But there's a whole lot more to this scene than an ad-man's fantasy, The reality 
of America today is that power and wealth are concentrated in the hands of an elite 
that doesn’t give a damn about the interests of the masses. So-called" accidents"like 
the crash of the DC 10 happen because it simply isn't profitable enough to make the 
planes safely - its cheaper to pay the lawsuits! Of course, the working class in this 
country has had over 200 years of experience with this kind of exploitation, because 


-money doesn't grow on trees - it's made off the backs of workers. We make - they take, 


Isn't that what capitalism is all about? 


In this murderous system, schools like Carolina serve a particular purpose - they 
turn out educated flunkies to serve the rich, ruling class. Of course, no one ever sets 
out to be a flunky, but as Supertramp says, you get trained to be "sensible, logical, 
responsible, ...-a vegetable! "' Rebellious? No never: Some well meaning flunkies with 
great illusions try to make the world a little better through small, incremental reforms ~ 
that mean nothing in the face of towering injustices. Others claw, or kiss-ass their 
way to tiny kingdoms of petty privilege. But they remain flunkies until they PECRENIZE

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August 13, 1979. Seventeen Mao Tsetung Defendants Re-indicted 


Monday, August 13, Washington, D.C. Superior Court. Bob Avakian, 
Chairman of the Revolutionary Communist Party and 16 other revo-— 
lutionaries were re-indicted on 25 felonies and 1 misdeSnor, | This 
recent and latest of the government's "piling on" maneuvers increased 

_ the count of the original misdeanor riot charge to counts totaling 
241 years in prison. The indictment itself reads ambiguously, charging 
defendants with assaulting "unidentified police officers" and in other 
instances charging "unidentified attackers" with assaulting police 
officers. 


These charges stem from the January 29 demonstration against 
Chinese Vice-Premier Teng Hsiao-ping. The demonstration was stopped 
short of the White House and attacked by the D.C. and Park Police. In 
the aftermath 78 people were arrested, beaten, further brutalized in 
jail and charged with misdeBnor riot. From January to fugust the 
charges have, ballooned for each defendant from 1 misdeanor to 25 felonies 
and 1 misdeanor! 


Since the arrest, the government has increasingly showed their 
determination to make this the biggest attack on a political organiza- 
tion in this country since the trials of the Black Panther Party. 
They've singled out Bob Avakian, RBP Chairman, a revolutionary who has 
long been at the bottom of the government's popularity chart, and 
targeted him for special treatment from the beginning. 


Avakian and the Revolutionary Union (predecessor of the RCP) were 
objects of the FBI's "dirty tricks" program COINTELPRO. Some files on 
the RU before 1975 have been released,with the FBI refusing to release 
files from 1975 to the present because the Party is under "active 
ongoing investigation." 


After years of harassment and investigation, the government is using 
this opportunity as a chance to "get" Avakian as well as the 16 other 
defendants, including Bob Sheldon of Durham N.C. 


The list of "irregularities" has grown almost three-fold, as the 
government readies its hand for the November trial: 1. 78 people are 
attacked, beaten and arrested on January 29 after having a permit revoked. 
2. Charges are raised from a misdeanor to felonies. 3. Bail is set at 
$10,000 for each defendant. Although everyone's bail is lowered, Avakian's 
bail is raised to $10,000 cash because he is a "revolutionary leader," 

4, 78 are called to a police line-up. Avakian is not identified. 

5. 17 people, including Avakian, are notified of indictments consisting 
of 4 charges. 

6. In July, 8 people are indicted for 12 felonies, 9 people are indicted 
for 15 felonies. 7. August 13, 17 people have been re-indicted for 25 
felonies each and 1 misdeanor. 


The re-indictements come on the heels of the controversial Embassy 
5 trials. This case,in which five RCP supporters were arrested for 
destroying the property of the Chinese Embassy, recently ended with the 
guilty verdict of four of the men. Consistently throughout the trial, 
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the prosecutor tried to bring in the January 29 demonstration, and 
link it with the Embassy 5 incident.

The Prosecutor's Office has produced little evidence implicating. 
any of the 17 defendants. The defense made the discovery that the 
prosecutor acknowledged the existence of nine rolls of film but refuses 
to let the defense view them. They also refused &0 answer when asked 
if they had informants and provacateurs in the march on January 29. 


It is in this context that the 17 defendants now face the 26 
serious charges totalling a maximum possibke 241 years in jail. 


The trial date was set to November 19, Judge Carlisle Pract 
presiding.

arrested, He also wanted her to join the Revolutionary i 
Communist Party. She told him she would go along to the “hn 
meeting. 


She subsequently decided not to go to the meeting 
because after reading the literature, it came home to her 
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that this man and his group were caught up in the Communist 
movement and she was not interested in it and did not want 
to have yee to do with it. She came to the realization 
they are actually trying to overthrow the government and 

is against them and trying to make her kids understand what 
is right, 


This same man came back the day of the trial and 
wanted her to go with him up to the trial. She declined 
and went in her own car. He and others from his group were 
up there around the courthouse passing out this same literature. 
The early literature had the names "Revolutionary Communist 
Party" and "Revolutionary Communist Youth Brigade" and the 
telephone number 375-6713, She did not hear anything more 
from this individual after the trial. On the second occasion 
when he came, he had a woman with him who was driving a 
little red car. 


On the previous Sunday at approximately 10:50 PM, 
two individuals from the Revolutionary Communist Party were 
in the neighborhood passing out literature captioned, "Never 
Forgive or Forget the Greensboro Massacre.’ This literature 
eerleces the telephone number 275-6537 in Greensboro, and 
688-8381 at Durham, There was a Black male and a white male 
with a beard passing out literature, neither of whom were 
known to her, The Black male asked her if she was going to 
the parade that day and she said yes, whereupon he gave her 
a red arm band to wear, She had no intention to go to the 
parade and did not go, 


She does not appreciate the Communists being in 

her community and wished they would leave her and her family 
alone. In her opinion, they tried to use her because of 
the trouble that_her bov had wi he law and she does not 
appreciate it, FOIA (b) (6) and- should not get 
involved with the Communists.

On 11/13/79, GEORGE PREBISKI, Cleveland PD, 
Terrorist Squad (protect identity), advised CHERYL 
LESSIN is active in Revolutionary Communist Party (RCP) 
He advised she was arrested at Brook Park Police Station 
for creating a disturbance. She was protesting the 
arrest of RCP members who were arrested for demonstrating 
at the Ford Motor Company Plant, Brook Park, Ohio. PREBISKI 
advised Cleveland RCP members should be considered 
armed and dangerous. He based this on an incident 
in June 1979 where RCP members attempted to protest 
and confront Cleveland Nazis who were holding demonstration 
in Parma, Ohio. RCP members had flags and signs attached 
to baseball bats, 2 x 4s, and fence posts. When RCP members 
arrived at Parma for confrontation, Nazis had already 
been disbursed by Parma police. Cleveland Police have 
no information on individuals or groups of individuals 
who may be travelling to Washington, D.C. to demonstrate.
